Crashes Into Stalled Auto. 
The accident occurred on High- 
way No. 15 when a car driven by 
H. M. Rutter, a salesman of Quincy, 
Ill., crashed into Blanton's car, 
which had stalled on the road be- 
hind Judge SBrace’s car. The 
Judge’s machine had stalled short- 
ly before and Blanton had pushed 
it for several miles. 

Davis drove up soon after. the 
first crash and his car overturned 
in a field when he swerved sharp- 
ly to avoid the other machines. 
Hollenberg and Yeager were _ in 
Davis’ car. 

Two of Injured St. Louisans. 
Judge Brace had started from 
Paris to Mexico to meet his daugh- 
ter and Miss Powers at a train, 
when his car stalled 12 miles south 
of Paris. He telephoned a garage 
at Mexico for assistance and Blan- 
ton, a friend, who happened to be 
in the garage, offered to call for 
the young women and drive them 
to the highway to meet Brace. 
Blanton and Brace turned the 
Brace’s car around on the road 


four miles when Blanton’s car be- 
came overheated and stopped. Mrs. 
Blanton, Miss Brace and Miss Pow- 
ers remained in the Blanton car 
while Brace and Blanton got out to 
investigate the trouble. When Rut- 
ter’s car crashed into theirs, Judge 
Brace was standing between’ the 
stalled cars and Blanton was in- 
specting the engine. 

Davis, Hollenberg and Yeager 
were taken to the McMurray Hos- 
pital at Paris and Miss Brace to 
her home. 

Judge Brace had been Probate 
Judge 16 years and was a son of 
the late Theodore Brace, a member 
of the State Supreme Court from 
1886 to 1906. His wife died three 
weeks ago. Miss Brace resides at 
5616 Enright avenue, St. Louis, and 
is a stenographer in the law office 
of Thompson, Mitchell, Thompson 
& Young. 

Miss Powers resides at 4525 West- 
minster place, St. Louis, and is em- 
ployed by the Provident Association. 
Both the young women were on 
their way to Paris to spend New 
Year’s day with their families. 
Blanton is a former president of 
the Missouri Press Association. He 
is a member of the Board of Cura-- 
tors of the University of Missouri 
and served on the Board of Pardons 
and Paroles under Gov. Major. His 
personal column, “Hints by the 
Horse Editor,” is widely quoted by 
other newspapers.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is confronted with a 
problem that has embarrassed ev- 
ery modern President—how to deal 
with national committeemen and 
other party leaders who cash in on 
their supposed political influence 
by “practicing law” before the Gov- 
ernment departments in Washing- 
ton. 


The activities of a small group 
of Democratic leaders who were 
among the Roosevelt advocates at 
the Chicago convention have been 
brought to the President’s attention 
already. As yet, he has given no 
indication of how he intends to deal 
with a problem that perplexed Wil- 
son, Harding, Coolidge and Hoover. 

Some Cabinet officers, however, 
have not been slow to act. Secre- 
tary of the Interior Ickes, has al- 
ready excluded from his office 
James L. Bernard. At least one 
other Cabinet officer has indicated 
that he expects to take steps 
against the “political lawyers” who 
are building up large and lucrative 
clienteles by professing to have the 
inside track and saying they can 
“reach” high officials. Harry L. 
Hopkins, Federal Relief Adminis- 
trator, and John H. Fahey, Home 
Loan Bank Board chairman, have 
found it necessary to announce 
publicly that money spent on these 
“political fixers” would be wasted. 

No Law Against It. 

At present there is no law to pro- 
hibit national committeemen or 
other party leaders from selling 
their supposed politica] influence or 
from appearing before Government 
agencies in which they may have 
placed their own men. These are 
two distinct forms of their activi- 
ties, and the latter has an especial- 
ly persuasive appeal to prospective 
clients who have read that Post- 
master General-Democratic Chair- 
man Farley demands the indorse- 
ment of national committeemen on 
applications for Government posi- 
tions. 

Congressmen and departmental 
executives lave advanced two plans 
to curtail the “law practice” of po- 
litical leaders. At the Capitol, the. 
plan now most favored is to put 
national committeemen in the same 
category as members of Congress, 
who are prohibited by statute from 
receiving fees for practicing before 
a Federal agency. This would leave 
untouched the former officials of 
the party who took an active part 
in the nomination of Roosevelt at 
Chicago and some of whom appear 
to have the entree to the highest 
official circles. 


Publicity Suggested. 

The plan advanced in the-execu- 
tive departments is indirect but 
more inclusive. It is based on full 
publicity of legal fees, and there 
is precedent for it in receivership 
cases. 

In its present indefinite form, the 
enable the Government agents to 
pearing before a Government agen- 
cy, as, for instance, the Internal 
Revenue Bureau or the Public 
Works Administration, would be 
compelled to file with the agency 
the contract with the client, and 
as a check-up, the client also would 
file a copy of his contract. This 
contract would be part of the pub- 
lic record in the case and open to 
inspection. This simple plan would 
enable the Governbent agents to 
interview the clients to determine 
what promises had been made by 
the lawyers. Under the present sys- 
tem, if a national committeeman 
appears before a Government agen- 
cy, the offici.ls do not know wheth- 
er he is there as a_ fee-receiving 
lawyer or in his official position as 
a committeeman, acting for a con- 
stituent. 

_ Other plans go so far as to pro- 
hibit all lawyers from taking cases 
before a Government department 
on a contingent fee basis and to 
provide that the fees paid shal] be 
subject to official readjustment by 
the Government officials handling 
the case. In this instance, the con- 
tracts between lawyer and client 
would be a part of the official rec- 
ord of the case. This plan is not 
directed specifically at political 
leaders but would include them. 

Three Busy Committeemen. 
The three national committee- 
men most often mentioned as hav- 
ing built up a large clientele with- 
in recent months are Robert Jack- 
son of New Hampshire, Secretary 
of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee; Arthur J. Mullen of Ne 
braska, who was floor l@ader of the 
Roosevelt forces at Chicago, and J. 
Bruce Kremer of Montana, who was 
also active at Chicago. President 
Roosevelt offered Mullen a place 
on the Federal Circuit Court last 
March, but the Nebraskan declined 
the high office, saying:

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FINDS DAUGHTER 
AFTER 20 YEARS BUT 
HIDES RELATIONSHIP 


Father, Who Killed Her Mother, 
Leaves Her to Illusion Foster 
Parents Are Her Own.

KENOSHA Wis., Dec. 30.—Tony 
Valentino, who for 14 years of his 
life regarded himself a _ fugitive 
murderer, today voluntarily re- 
nounced one of his cherished am- 
bitions—that of a reunion with his 
22-year-old daughter. 

In 1914 Valentino shot and killed 
his wife with a bullet intended for 
a boarder in his home in whose em- 
brace he had found her. Valentino 
stepped into another room, kissed 
his two-year-old daughter and fled. 

Until 1928 he lived in fear of ap- 
prehension. Then from Detroit he 
wrote the District Attorney offer- 
ing to surrender. The District At- 
torney on examining the evidence 
decided that no jury would convict, 
and quashed the murder warrant. 

He waited to seek out his daugh- 
ter but today learned she had been 
adopted six months after the shoot- 
ing and believed her foster parents 
were her natural parents. Rela- 
tives asked him not to disillusion 
her. 

“I’m glad she’s happy,” Valentino 
replied. “I'll go away, but maybe 
I’ll stand on the corner tomorrow 
and see her when she _ goes _ to 
church.” 


LOS ANGELES 10 BUILD 3500 
TENT-HOUSE SCHOOL ROOMS 


Grand Jury Finds Hundreds of 
Buildings Are Not Earth- 
quake Proof. 

By the Associated Press. 

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 30.—Thirty- 
five hundred tent-house classrooms 
will be constructed at a cost of 
$1,145,000 for 140,000 school children 
in Los Angeles to safeguard them 
from earthquake danger in hun 
dreds of school buildings which the 
county grand jury found were not 
up to standards of earthquake- 
proof construction. 

This is nearly half of the chil- 
dren in the city schools. 

Throughout the county, outside 
of the city, prospects were that 
thousands of pupils and teachers 
would not return to school next 
Tuesday, when the holiday vacation 
was scheduled to terminate, but 
they may be given indefinite 
“forced vacations.” 

County Superintendent of Schools 
Clifton made that announcement 
today in announcing that he had 
sent to all school governing boards 
in the county a copy of the grand 
jury report. 


MONON RAILROAD TAKES 
FEDERAL BANKRUPTCY ACTION 


Unable to Meet Interest Due To- 
morrow on Bonds; Line Owes 
Nothing to RFC. 
By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 30.—The Chicago, 
Indianapolis & Louisville Railroad, 
popularly the Monon, today filed 
bankruptcy proceedings to fend off 
financial storms. The trouble im- 
mediately at hand was a $515,000 in- 
terest installment due to bondhold- 
ers Monday. 
In asking the Federal Court to 
guide it through a reorganization 
period, the railroad’s attorneys said 
it had been unable to borrow suf- 
ficient funds to meet the interest 
requirements. H. R. Kurrie, presi- 
dent, added that it was the rail- 
road’s first default on the bonds 
after 19 years of regular payments. 
Federal Judge James H. Wilker- 
son authorized the management to 
continue operating, subject to fur- 
ther orders of his court. A new set 
of baoks will be opened Jan. 1 
with Judge Wilkerson as overseer. 
The Monon owes nothing to the 
en Finance Corpora- 
on. 


TUBERCULOSIS TREATMENT 
IS GIVEN TEST IN ITALY 


Under Miussolini’s Authorization 
Doctor is Making 90-Day 
Experiment with Method. 
ROME, Dec. 30.—In a new hos- 
pital’ wing, completely secluded 
from contact with the outside 
world and guarded by armed mili- 
tary police, an almost unknown 
Italian dector is conducting a se- 
ries of experiments in the treat- 

ment of tuberculosis. 

Dr. Andreatti is his name. His 
tests are carried forward, in the 
face of skepticism of other mem- 
bers of his profession, by the spe- 
cial authorization of Premier Mus- 
solini. 

Forty patients, all in the last 
stages of consumption, have volun- 
teered to undergo his treatment— 
a secret which he has refused to 
disclose, but which includes intra- 
venous injections. ' 

None of Dr. Andreatti’s patients 
is permitted to leave the ward. The 
experiment will take 90 days. It 
has been in progress 45 days.

SITUATION CRITICAL 


St. Louis Directors Con- 
cerned Over the Possi- 
bility of Suspending Op- 
erations Within 10 Days. 


AWAIT ACTION 
BY LEGISLATURE 


Despite Warnings From 
Hopkins, Assemblymen 
Have Been in Session 75 
Days Without Results. 


With definite knowledge that 
Federal relief funds would not be 
available after tomorrow to St. 
Louis or Missouri until the Legisla- 
ture acted to make it possible for 
the State to assume a share of the 
burden, St. Louis relief directors 
last night were gravely concerned 
over the prospect that they might 
have to suspend operations within 
10 days. 

The Legislature was in recess 
over the weekend, and while it will 
hold a technical session Tuesday, 


will not return to work until 
Wednesday. So far it has been in 
session for 75 days and has passed 
not one of the emergency relief 
proposals recommended by Gov. 
Park when he called it into special 
session last October. 

Harry B. Wallace, chairman of 
Citizens’ Committee, said its situa- 
tion was getting more and more 
critical. “We are hanging on, day 
by day;”-Wallace said, “waiting for 
Jefferson City to do something. 

“We have been living in hopes 
that the Legislature would come 
through in time. But we can’t tell 
how much longer the committee 
will feel justified in helping these 
people, or when we will have to 
tell them that we can help them no 
longer.” 

Expects Showdown Jan. 10. 

Peter Kasius, director of the 
committee, thought the showdown 
would come about Jan. 10. Despite 
the CWA program, which has taken 
about 14,000 heads of St. Louis fam- 
ilies off the relief rolls, bout 18,- 
000 families and 8000 unattached 
persons will require relief during 
January, he thought, and the cost 
of helping them would be between 
$450,000 and $500,000. 

Aside from Federal relief funds, 
now denied the city, the principal 
source of revenue for the commit- 
tee has been the municipal relief 
bond issue, which has been budget- 
ed for use during 1934 at the rate 
of $160,000 a month. Bond _ issue 
funds, Kasius thought, would make 
possible continuing relief until Jan. 
10. 

After that date, Kasius said, re- 
lief probably would be stopped un- 
less additional funds were made 


available. “I can’t bring myself 
to. believe that will happen,” he 
added, “but it might, unless’ the 


facts are known and the serious- 
ness of the situation appreciated. 
The committee cannot continue to 
spend money at the rate of more 
than $20,000 a day without know- 
ing that it will be reimbursed.” 
Telegram From Crossley. 
Kasius, with other municipal and 
county relief directors, received a 
telegram yesterday from State Re- 
lief Administrator Crossley, giving 
formal notice that Federal relief 
funds had been withdrawn. 
“On account of the failure of the 
General Assembly to provide _ re- 
lief revenues to meet Federal re- 
quirements,” Crossley’s telegram 
read, “no Federal funds are avail- 
able for January. For this reason 
we cannot authorize relief disburse- 
ments. Since certain administra- 
tive costs for CWA must be paid 
from Federal relief funds under 
rulings from Washington, the CWA 
program is greatly endangered, but 
you will continue projects until fur- 
ther notice.” 
The CWA work, made possible 
by an appropriation of $400,000,000 
from PWA funds, has given em- 
ployment to about 100,000 men and 
women in Missouri, and 6000 wom- 
en are employed on the allied Civil 
Works Service jobs. Federal re- 
lief funds come out of a $500,000,- 
000. appropriation made at the last 
session of Congress. 
Crossley’s telegram was sent to 
relief directors after he hdd _ re- 
ceived final notice from Federal 
Relief Administrator Hopkins that 
no more Federal money would be

His first taste of leisure was 
busy enough.

1516, out to the Lindenwood round- 
house, where waited another party 
of friends and fellow-members of 
Division 428 Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers. A _ testimonial 
dinner is planned, and, by present 
indications, congratulatory calls 
will keep him busy meantime. 

Started at 16. 

He was 16 when he went to work 
for the Frisco, but three years 
earlier, on the death of his father, 
he had become the head of the 
family. His father was a cooper, 
and Schank relates with pride that 
at 12 he could make a flour barrel 
from raw material. 

Even then, though still in the 
making, the railroad was the big 
thing in his home town of Pacific. 
He went to work in the round 
house. An offer of a job as fire- 
man confronted him with a dilem- 
ma, for, not a big man, he doubted 
that he could handle the required 
12 to 14 tons of coal a day. But he 
tried and from 1884 he has been on 
the St. Louis-Newburg run, for 
three years as fireman, 10 as freight 
engineer and 36 on the crack pas- 
senger trains. 

His First Engirle. 

His first freight engine, No. 277, 
had only a fraction the bulk and 
power and speed of the modern 
“1500” passenger series he has been 
handling for the last few years.

The report was returned to Judge 
J. V. Gaddy by Henry Krug, fore- 
man. 

In returning the report, the grand 
jury made a statement which read: 

“In the lynching-of Lloyd War- 
ner we wish to state our act should 
not be taken as final in closing the 
investigation of this inhuman ¢rgy, 
but we feel only a beginning has 
been made which should be pursued 
further by law enforcement agen- 
cies of this State and County and 
whenever the facts would justify 
other arrests and prosecutions than 
those already in progress we earn- 
estly suggest that all guilty parties 
be speedily brought to justice.” 

Resignations Called For. 

The grand jury asked that steps 
be taken to “request the resigna- 
tion of Sheriff Otto Theisen and 
members of the Police Department 
for neglect of duty.” 

In relation to the censure of 
officials the report says: 

“In this county recently there 
was dramatized a mob lynching 
scene of which the horrifying and 
dreadful details shall ever blot the 
record for efficiency of Buchan 
County officials. 

“Responsibility for the scene 
rests three ways. First on failure 
of the Sheriff and police officers 
under his command at the time to 
provide protection to those under 
his care. Secondly, on those by- 
standers who by their presence lent 
encouragement to the lynchers, 
and through. inactivity lent no as 
sistance to the defenseless victim. 

Officers Not Exonerated. 

“The Sheriff is an official sworn 
to perform his duties. A particular 
and primary function of the of- 
fice is to provide protection to those 
under his charge. This protection 
was not given. In justification of 
his action in delivering the victim 
to the mob his plea is that he 
jail is considered impregnable to 
mob violence.

MURDER 1S DISGLOSED 
BY MAN'S SUICIDE LEAP 


Cleveland Police Tracing River 
Death Find Woman, Slain 
With Hammer. 


By the Associated Press. 

CLEVELAND, Dec. 30.—A man’s 
suicide leap from the superior high- 
level bridge here tonight resulted 
in the discovery of the hammer 
murder of a woman. 

An hour after motorists had seen 
a man jump from the bridge rail 
and bounce from a tug into the 
Cuyahoga River 110 feet below, 
coast guards recovered a body ten- 
tatively identified as that of Joseph 


di Poci. 

Tracing an address given in a 
bank book issued to Di Poci and 
Mrs. Mae Gross, 34 years old. Po- 
lice broke into a disordered bed- 
room and found her body. The 
room showed evidence of a strug- 
gle. The hammer used in beating 
her to death was in the room. 

After neighbors said Di Poci had 
occupied the room for five months, 
and reported seeing him leave half 
an hour before he jumped from 
the bridge, the police began a 
search for Mrs. Gross’ husband to 
inform him of the tragedy. The 
Grosses lived at another address. 

Two other men killed themselves 
by jumping from the bridge Thurs- 
day. They were Robert Townes, 
55, and Robert M. Lockwood, 30.

Five members of the air station 
staff were burned on the face and 


hands in attempting to rescue those 
aboard the burning plane.

Five 
of the passengers boarded it at 
Brussels. The others at Cologne.

Effect Problematical. 

The effect of the President’s tele- 
gram and Hulen’s statement, in 
which he divorces the Democratic 
party from responsibility for the 
action of the Democratic Senators 
in insisting on sale of intoxicating 
liquor by the drink in saloons, is 
problematical. The party platform 
pledge has been discussed on the 
floor of the Senate in the debates 
on the liquor bill, and Hulen pre- 
viously has demanded that the 
party pledge be observed. But so 
far nothing has moved the Sena- 
tors. 

There can be no action on. the 
liquor bill until the middle of next 
week, when the joint conference 
committee will resume its effort 
to arrive at a compromise to break 
the deadlock which has existed two 
weeks. 

The conferees returned to their 
homes today and have their next 
meeting scheduled for next Tues- 
day evening. 

In the latest conferences there 
has been much discussion of a pro- 
posal to permit sale by the drink 
in cities of more than 20,000 popu- 
lation, and to prohibit it in smaller 
cities. The Senate’s position has 
been in favor of authorizing saloons 
in any incorporated city or town of 
the fourth class or above, which 
would mean towns with as few as 
200 inhabitants. Coupled with this 
the Senate proposed that saloons 
could be outlawed by a majority 
vote in any town. 

The House bill would have au- 
thorized saloons only in St. Louis.

Wilbur Underhill, Last but 
One of 11 Who Escaped: 
May 30, Taken With 
Wife at Shawnee, Ok. 


By the Associated Press. 

SHAWNEE, Ok., Dec. 30.—Wil- 
bur Underhill, murderer and es- 
caped convict, was captured here 
early today after a raid on a house 
where he was staying. 

R. H, Colvin, Department of 
Justice agent from Oklahoma City, 
and other officers trailed Under- 
hill to the house. 

Captured in the raid a man ten- 
tatively identified as Raymond Kee, 
alias Ralph Rowe; a Seminole, Ok., 
beauty parlor operator, Miss Eva 
Mae Nichols, and Underhill’s wife, 
whom he married in Coalgate, OK., 
a few weeks ago, the former Hazel 
Hudson. 

Roe was wounded in the _ right 
shoulder by the officers’ fusillade, 
fired when Underhill caught up 
two pistols from a table and fired 
after Colvin peered through a rear 
window and shouted: “Stick ‘em 
up, Wilbur. Underhill’s wife faint- 
ed as the shooting began. 

Miss Nichols was shot through 
the stomach and may not live. 

Runs 16 Blocks. 

Bleeding from more than half 
a dozen wounds and scantily clad, 
Underhill ran from the house under 
machine gun fire and took refuge 
in a furniture store, 16 blocks away. 

Four hours later he was found 
hiding in a bed in the rear of the 
store. He surrendered without a 
fight, although still armed with a 
pistol. 

Underhill led the escape of 11 
convicts from the Kansas peniten- 
tiary last Memorial day and is un- 
der indictment for the machine gun 
killing of four officers and Frank 
Nash, Federal convict, at Kansas 
City, Mo., last June. 

Underhill’s wife ‘wore several 
large diamonds when she was 
taken to the hospital to see her hus- 
band. She was well dressed. 

“I don’t think I can live,” Under- 
hill said to her. 

Sobbing at her husband’s _bed- 
side Mrs. Underhill, said: Wilbur's 
a good man and he has been trying 
to go straight; but they just won't 
let him.” 

$53000 in Bonds Recovered. 

Assuring his wife the officers 
“have nothing against you,” Under- 
hill told her where she could find 
his automobiles and valuable pa- 
pers. 

The only “valuable papers” offi- 
cers have found are $5300 in bonds 
of the Franklin Title & Trust Co. 
of Kentucky, which were in the 
outlaw’s clothing left behind when 
he fled from the raided house. 

While officers were reticent about 
the source of the information lead- 
ing to the-desperado’s apprehen- 
sion, it was disclosed that one clew 
came indirectly through Miss Nich- 
ols after Underhill went to her 
shop in Seminole to be treated by 
a doctor following his escape from 
the farm of George Nash, near 
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Konawa, to which officers had 
traced him.

band and the other two taken with 
them, arrived in Shawnee last mid- 
night from Oklahoma City. 

The posse which raided the house 
where Underhill was staying in- 
cluded Frank Smith, another Okla 
homa City Federal operative, who 
was a survivor in the Kansas City 
Union Station shooting. 

Only One of 11 at Large. 

With Underhill’s capture, all ex- 
cept one of the 11 persons indicted 
for the Kansas City killinkEs have 
been arrested or killed. The man 
still sought is Richard T. Galatas, 
Hot Springs, Ark., gangster. 

Only one of the 11 convicts who 
escaped from the Kansas prison 
on Memorial day is at large. He is 
Ed Davis. All of the other fugitives 
have been recaptured or killed. 

Underhill was known as the “Tri- 
State Terror” because of his crim- 
inal operations in Oklahoma, Kan- 
sas and Missouri. 

He was serving a life sentence 
in the Kansas Penitentiary for the 
murder of Merle Colver, Wichita, 
Kan., policeman, when he escaped 
last May 30, after kidnaping the 
Warden. He led the break with 
Harvey Bailey, now serving a life 
sentence in Leavenworth Federal 
Penitentiary for kidnaping Charles 
F. Urschel, Oklahoma City oil mil- 
lionaire for whom a ransom of 
$200,000 wae paid. 

Underhill also escaped from the 
Oklahoma Penitentiary in July, 
1931, when he was serving a life 
sentence for murder in Okmulgee 
County. The murder of a boy at 
Picher, Ok., also is charged against 
him as well as several bank rob- 
beries. 

Officers arrested two men sus- 
pected of having harbored Under- 
hill; They are Seedell Johnson, 21, 
and his brother, Lon. 


Utilities Executive Ends Life. 

LAWTON, Okla. Dec. 30. — 
Fred D. Shaffer, 65 years old, for 
Many years connected with the 
public utility business in Southwest 
Oklahoma, shot and killed himself 
at this home here today. He was 
formerly vice-president of the 
Southwestern Light and Power Co. 
Relatives said he had been in ill 
health. 


Fall of Rock Kills Miner. 

TAYLORVILLE, Ill., Dec. 30.— 
Leon Cloquet, 50 years ok, em- 
ployed in Peabody Mine No. 58, was 
killed at 3:30 o'clock this afternoon 
when he was caught under a fall 
of rock. His widow and six children 
survive. 


GOOD OLD BATH FIRST 
WANT OF GIRL FLYERS 


Winners of Endurance Flight 
Land Safely After “Terrible” 
Night of Rain and Squalls. 


By the Associated Press. 

MIAMI, Fia., Dec. 30.—Back to 
earth after spending nearly 10 days 
in the skies, Frances Marsalis and 
Helen Richey tonight laid claim to 
a new woman's refueling endur- 
ance flight record of nine days, 21 
hours and 42 minutes. 

Almost exhausted, they brought 
their oil-spattered plane down to a 


perfect landing at the Municipal © 


Airport at 10:45 a. m. today after 
battling frequent rain squalls and 
choppy winds that plagued them 
during the final stages of their 
gruelling test. 

The women, happy but plainly 
showing fatigue, ended their ardu- 
ous venture aloft just as a huge 
black cloud opened up with a 
downpour that drenched the cheer- 
ing spectators, who rushed out to 
greet them. 

“The first thing I want is a good 
old bath,” said Mrs. Marsalis, the 
chief pilot, as she lowered a win- 
dow of their plane and waived to 
the crowds. 

“Then I want a place to eat 
where it isn’t So wobbly, and after 
that I’m going to crawl into a good 
old bed.” 

Pok . her head out of another 
window Miss Richey, who super- 
vised most of the refueling con- 
tacts in the air, cl.imed in with: 

“All that goes for me, too. This 
f ght was all right as long as the 
weather was good, but last night it 
was terrible.” 

In establishing a new record of 
237 hours and 42 minutes, the flyers 
exceeded by 41 hours and 37 min- 
utes the old mark of eight days, 
four hours and five minutes, set by 
Mrg. Marsalis and Louise Thaden 
at Valley Stream, L. 1, Aug. 22, 
1932. 

After flying through and around 
rain squalls during last night, while 
their plane was bounced about by 
rough winds, Mrs. Marsalis and 
Miss Richey dropped a note to their 
ground crew, saying they would 
land shortly as they were “very 
tired.” 

The refueling ship took to the 
skies to lead the endurance plane 
in. The flyers taxied up to a 
hangar, just as another rain squall 
descended. 

“It seems like this rain has been 
going on for years,” said Mrs. Mar- 
salis. 

“Boy, am I giad to get down, 
I’m plenty fed up on enduring; and 
there will be no more of this for 
me. I had a very tough time bat- 


tling rain squalls last night, which ~ 


completely wore me out.” 

Miss Richey had little to say, but 
when asked if she were giad the 
flight was over, she replied: “Don’t 
I look happy?” 

Mrs. Marsalis, formerly from 
Texas, but whose home now is in 
Long Island, and Miss Richey, who 
resides in Pittsburgh, began their 
record-smashing flight at 1:03 p.

vision of an election of workers’ 
representatives at plants in West 
Virginia and Ohio. 

Senator Robert F. Wagner 
(Dem.), New York, chairman of 
the board, announced recently he 
planned to work for an amendment 
to the labor provisions of the Re- 
coyery Act which would “strength- 
«and clarify” its guarantee to 

orkers of the right to. “bargain 
ollectively” with employers. 

He said he planned to do this be- 
cause there seemed to be a “con- 
certed effort” on the part of large 
employers to resist Government ef- 
forts to insure “fair” elections of 
workers’ representatives who would 
conduct “collective bargaining” in 
their behalf.

NEW YORK STATE'S MILK 
. CONTROL FACES COLLAPSE 


Public Hearing Called for Jan. 9; 
Shipments From Other States 
Undermine Butter Market. 

By the Associated Press. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Dec. 30.—After 
eight months of price fixing, New 
York State’s drastic experiment in 
milk control faces the possibility 
of complete collapse. - 

The Board stated today it had 
arrived at a serious crisis, no long- 
er able to support milk prices with- 
out co-operation of other States. 

Representatives of New York’s 
100,000 dairy farmers were asked to 
“come in and talk it over” at a 
public hearing Jan. 9. Milk dis- 
tributers also were invited to at- 
tend. 

The Board was created by the 
Legislature last spring. Under its 
orders farmers’ prices for milk rose 
from about 2 to about 4 cents a 
quart. Milk that cost 10 cents a 
quart in April now costs 11 cents 
upstate and 12 cents in New York 
City. 

Lately low priced shipments of 
butter and cheese, made in other 
States where milk is cheaper, have 
undermined the New York industry 
and prices have weakened. 

“It is possible,” Henry S. Man- 
ley, counsel to the Board, announced 
“that the Board will find it neces- 
sary to revoke all of its orders and 
restore producers and distributers 
to the condition in which it found 
them last April.” 

Constitutionality of the New York 
milk law is being studied by the 
United States Supreme Court.

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FOR TEACHERS URGED 


Language Instructors Prefer In- 
creased Knowledge in 
Other Subjects.

A resolution urging a reduction 
in the number of courses in educa- 
tion required of teachers was adopt- 
ed at the closing session of the 
Modern Language Association of 
America convention yesterday. ‘ 

The resolution then added that 
“there is reason to believe that, on 


the average, teaching would be im- 
proved through a possible increased 
knowledge on the part of the 
teacher of the subjects he teaches.” 

It was suggested that 12 semes- 
ter hours of Education courses 
were “ample to cover that part of 
professional training regarded as 
essential for the beginning teacher 
who has a bachelor’s degree.” The 
basis for a renewal of teachers’ 
certificates, e resolution § said, 
“should stress further academic 
rather than professional training,” 
and high school principals should 
not be appointed on the basis of 
administrative training alone.

REDUCTION OF COURSES) 


NEW HYPODERMIC 


For Possible Use in Reviving 
Victims of Asphyxia, Alco- 
hol and Shock. 


By the Associated Press. 
CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Dec. 30. — 
A new hypodermic for possible use 
in reviving persons suffering from 
too much alcohol, suffocation from 
water, electric shock, surgical shock 
and asphyxia was announced to the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science today. 

It has been used successfully al- 
ready to restore quickly to life and 
health a man moribund from too 
much anesthetic during an opera- 
tion. It was developed first for this 
kind of “recall” of persons who 
had sunk too deeply under anesthe- 
sia. 

The treatment was described by 
Walter V. MacGilvra, D.D.S., of the 
Harvard University dental school. It 
has a Greek name, Palinaesthesia. 
The, hypodermic is intravenous in- 
jection of minute amounts of hydro- 
chloric acid. | 

He termed the injection a “recall 
acid” and said investigations were 
planned to discover whether there 
may be other similar acids which 
might possess life-restoring pow- 
ers. 

Use of Acid in Emergency. 
The tre@ment is still so new that 
the proper doses of hydrochloric 
acid have not been’ standardized, 
but in an emergency at Worcester 
Memorial Hospital last July he said 
it was used for the first time on 
man. 

The patient, Dr. MacGilvra said, 
was moribund due to unexpected 
effects of an anesthetic. The hy- 
drochloric acid was injected. Eight 
minutes later lips began to twitch; 
in 10 the hands moved; in 40 min- 
utes the patient was talking coher- 
ently. te 
Repeated studies of this patient 
since, said Dr. MacGilvra, have 
failed to disclose any ill effects of 
the acid. It has been tried also on 
six human beings who were not 
dying, but used to study its effec- 
tiveness. 
In all these cases, the “recall” 
acid speeded up respiration imme- 
diately, increased blood pressure 
and pulse, restored lost’ reflexes. 
It kept some of the persons awake 
afterward, which was annoying. 
The after-sickness common _ to 
operations was cut down and the 
patients were hungry sooner. The 
research at Harvard dental school 
is thus far confined to rabbits, cats, 
dogs and monkeys. It confirms 
the good effects found on human 
beings. 

Other Possibilities. 

“Should we be permitted to spec- 
ulate on other possibilities,” said 
Dr. MacGilvra, “for life-saving with 
this idea in medication, we would 
suggest tHe sobering effect on the 
overindulgent alcoholic, impending 
death from drowning, severe elec- 
tric shock, surgical shock, asphy- 
xia, —acidental, industrial oy in- 
tentional, from asphyxiating gases 
and resuscitation of the newborn 
may be benefited from its use. —

in an interview, gave credit for the 
discovery of palinaesthesia to a 
woman’s interest in mercy to ani- 
mals.

The indicated farm crop produc- 
tion acreage for 1933 for 31 prod- 
ucts is 13,003,600 acres, compared 
with 13,762,940 acres last year. The 
value of these soil crops for 1933

Rainey Doubts Silver Remonetiza- 
tion Can Make Headway Un- 
less Roosevelt Backs It.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—In the 
face of a reported growing senti- 
ment for the remonetization of 
silver, Speaker Rainey said today 
that such a move would not reach 
sufficient strength to gain enact- 
ment: unless President Roosevelt 
gave it his support. 
At the same time, Senator Thom- 
as (Dem.), Oklahoma, a leading ad- 
vocate of inflation made three sug- 
gestions, including free coinage of 
gold and silver, which he said 
would settle the monetary issue. 
Representative Cross (Dem.), 
Texas, a member of the House 
Banking Committee announced he 
intended to introduce a bill to re 
duce the gold content of the dollar. 
“This bill provides that the gold 
dollar shall be reduced from 25.8 
gains of gold 9-10 fine to 12.9 grains 
of gold 9-10 fine and that the sil- 
ver dollar shall contain 206.4 grains 
of silver 9-10 fine,” he said, “this 
would establish a ratio of 16 to 1

Profit Goes to City. 

For the preliminary events an 

admission charge of 25 cents for 
adults and 10 cents for boys under 
16 years of age will be made, while 
for the finals at the Arena seats 
prices will be 25 and 50 cents, tax 
included. The profit will be turned 
over to the Department of Recrea- 
tion. 
_ In the neighborhood tournaments 
it is expected that about 50 boys 
will compete in all weight divisions, 
with the survivors going to the 
Arena.

State Game and Fish Department. 
The attitude of conservation offi- 
cials toward trout in Missouri has 
changed from administration io 
administration. The present offi- 
cials, however, have taker an at- 
titude, advocated in a measure but 
not strictly followed, by the last 
group of game officials. 


80 Per Cent Reduction. 


With trout propagation in» full 
sway at two State park hatcheries 
the department’s policy calls for 
disposal of millions of trout eggs 
instead of propagating them. The 
department's announced policy of 
an 80 per cent trout production re- 
duction is being followed. 

State trout hatcheries once were 
operated at Bennett Spring State 
Park in Dallas and Laclede coun- 


wt. ‘ties, Sequiota Hatchery at Spring- 


field and Roaring River State Park 
in Barry County. This season no 
trout hatchery work is being at- 
tempted at the Sequiota Hatchery 
where operations have never been 
entirely satisfactory. 

With hundreds of mature rain- 
bows in the rearing pools at both 
Bennett Spring and Roaring River 
hatcheries the department’s policy 
of trout curtailment has created a 
surplus of eggs. These are being 
sold largely to commercial and 
state hatcheries in Michigan, Wis- 
consin, and Rhode Island. Eggs 
have been shipped from Missouri in- 
to these states successfully for the 
last several years. 

Decision of the department to 
rigidly follow a smaller trout pro- 
duction policy was announced ear 


ly this fall after sportsmen’s organ- 


izations throughout the state had 
for mahy months advocated a “less- 
trout more native game fish pro- 
gram.” The alleged high cost per 
thousand for Missouri State propa- 
gated fish, and especially trout, was 
something of a campaign issue in 
the 1932 election among hunting 
and fishing license holders, 


Not Native Fish. 


Rainbow trout are jnot native to 
Missouri water and although they 
live and sometimes grow to ll 
pounds in Ozark streams no def- 
inite proof of their natural prope- 
gation has ever been established in 
this state. Periodic reports of trout 
hatching in Current River have 
reached the department in recent 
years but no proof furnished. ;

curtailed so far as official Missouri is concerned. 
Although most of the “mountainmost susceptible to artificial ma- 


nipulation and propagation. In 
1932 about 24 per cent of all fish 
produced (in Missouri) were: rain- 
bow trout, though they are adapt- 
able to only an inconsequential per 
cent of the waters of the State. 
Propagation has been very consid- 
erably curtailed in the new  pro- 
gram. Production of native Mis- 
souri game fish will be concen- 
trated upon.” 

It has long been debated whether 
too much money was bejng spent in 
the propagation of a fish for which 
Missouri could provide no more 
than “100 miles of water.” Most of 
Missouri’s most consistent trout 
fishermen have been from St. Louis 
and Kansas City, where angling 
clubs include many widely fished 
men. 

However, culturalists say that 
rainbows can be propagated artifi- 
clally at small cost, while bass and 
other native fishes of Missouri must 
be permitted to reproduce their 
kind in the natural state. 

Although the present policy of the 
department is to materially curtail 
the trout production the officials 
believe rainbows in sufficient quan- 
tity to plant the waters on the 
State parks will be produced. No 
attempt will be made to plant water 
on privately owned land will be 
made. 


443,103 Distributed Last Year. 


Even on the curtailed program 
work of producing more than 100,- 
000 rainbows this winter has been 


under way since Nov. 1. The de- 
partment last year distributed 443,- 
1083 rainbows, of which 86,636 were 
of catchable size. | 

Many of the brood stock at Ben- 
nett Spring and Roaring: River 
have been stripped of their eggs, 
the eggs fertilized and “set.” Some 
of the eggs have “eyed-out” in their 
trays set in running spring water 
and soon will appear in the “sac 
fry” stage. Later the tiny fishes 
absorb the egg sacs which remain 
on the underside of their bodies 
and feeding on milk curds and cod 
liver oil develop into the fingerling 
size. When they are about three 
inches long they are placed in the 
feeding and rearing tanks and fed 
ground fresh meat and grain. Trout 
grow rapidly when feed is available 
and soon are eligible for planting. 

Notwithstanding the  depart- 
ment’s plan to curtail much of the 
trout production the State’s sev- 
eral commercial hatcheries and the 
Federal hatchery at Neosho are 
now in heavy trout profiuction. One 
of the State's newest commercial 
hatcheries is in its second season 
at Gravois Mills on the Lake of the 
Ozarks. Arlie Bramwell, for many 
years hatchery superintendent at 
Bennett Spring, is in charge of 
operations there.

Miss Jane Johnson Makes Debut

Louis Country Club for Veiled

guests, the largest number ever 

to attend a debutante party at 
the St. Louis Country Club, greeted 
Miss Jane Alva Johnson, daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Andrew Wooten 
Johnson and reigning Veiled Pro- 
phet Queen, at her snow party Fri- 
day night. 

The ball was given for her by her 
parents and, despite her bow as 
Queen of Love and Beauty in Octo- 
ber, was her formal introduction to 
society. The large number of guests 
and the lavish decorations combined 
to make it one of the most elaborate 
debutante functions ever given in 
St. Louis. 

The decorative theme of the set- 
ting was Northern Canada in a 
mid-winter snow storm, and the 
club’s staff of Japanese _ artists 
had been working for weeks per- 
fecting the dctails. Painted snow- 
capped hills and icebergs could be 
seen, and, in contrast, green trees, 
the steel blue of a winter sky and 
the pale yellow lights of the Au- 
rora Borealis. 

The illusion of great distance was 
achieved by the removal of most of 
the furnishings from the entire low- 
er floor of the clubhouse, and the 
addition of pale blue snow-dotted 
material with which the spacious 
dining rooms were lined. 

In the lounge, where the receiving 
line usually stands, the entire wall 
was concealed by great arcs of color 
representing the Northern lights, 
their flickering rays controlled by 
electrical devices. Before this fan- 
like arrangement was the snow- 
banked platform for the larger of 
two orchestras which played al- 
ternately almost all night. On each 
music stand was pictured a polar 
bear playing a saxophone, a violin, 
or a horn, At the sides of this 
scene stood two hollow totem poles, 
reaching from floor to ceiling, their 
painted decorations silhouetted by 
interior lights. 

Stepping into the first dining 
room, the guests might well have 
imagined themselves in the far 
north. Many thousands of cotton 
snowflakes hung from the ceilings 
to simulate a soft fall of snow on a 
crisp winter night. Penguins, real- 
istically painted and cut out, were 
perched on snow drifts on the 
walls, a score or more in each 
room, their black wings affording

contrasting spots of color against 
the blue. 

All of the chandeliers were cov- 
ered with hollow square framework 
from which dripped snow and ici- 
cles. To the ice-like formation were 
attached tiny points of crystals like 
drops of water. 

The receiving party—Mr. and 
Mrs. Johnson and their daughter— 
stood in the first dining room. A 
ledge was tuilt back of them, seem- 
ingly in a snow drift, to accommo- 
date the many elaborate baskets of 
flowers sent to the guest of honor. 
At each end of the wall stood snow 
men that reached to the ceiling. 
The name of the party, “The Snow 
Ball,” was printed in glittering ler 
ters on the opposite side of the 
room above an amusing poster of 
a pompous Sritish army officer re- 
splendent in gold braid, one eye 
filled with a splash of snow thrown 
apparently by a small girl who 
grinned gleefully from the next pic- 
ture. 

The decorations in the main din- 
ing room were varied. A painted 
reproduction of the exterior of the 
Hudson Bay Trading Post, with a 
wooden sign bearing the name over 
the door, occupied one wall, and 
before it stood a bar more than 50 
feet long. On a second side was 
another orchestra platform before 
a colorful painting of a team of 
huskies and a hunter, taking 4 
sledload of furs to the trading cen- 
ter. The musicians’ stands bore 
pictures of red-clad Eskimos play- 
ing reed instruments, sometimes to 
the accompaniment of singing fish 
jumping from holes in the ice. On 
a third wall was a great painting 
of a snow-covered hill with chil- 
dren sliding down on toboggans. 
Tall reproductions of totem poles 
stood in corners and in front of pil- 
lars. 

Through the wide doorway to the 
debutantes’ alcove, the North star 
shone in relief against a clear blue 
sky. Great polar bears sat on ice- 
bergs at each side, and below the 
star, penguins were grouped togeth- 
er on a snow bank. 

The wide veranda about two 
sides of the building was inclosed 
in canvas and heated for the first 
time at a winter party at the Coun-

CUBA PLANS TO ISSUE 
FIRST PAPER MONEY 


Receives Bid on Printing $17,- 
000,000—American Bankers 
Call It Inflation. 


By the Associated Press. 
HAVANA, Dec. 30.—For the first 


time in Cuba’s 32 years as an in- 
dependent country it is arranging 
to issue paper currency. A proposal 
of the kind 10 years ago was aban- 
doned. Secretary of the Treasury 
Despaigne is in favor of the plan. 


He received today the bid of the 


Bank of Cuba to coin $3,000,000 in 
silver currency and issue $17,000,000 
in silver certificates. 

The award of the contract was 
withheld pending further study of 
the bank’s proposal. 

No United States bank bid for the 
silver contract, and American bank- 
ers privately were sharply critical 
of the proposed silver issue, declar- 
ing it inflation of the worst sort. 

Despaigne, however, defended the 
plan saying that Cuba’s monetary 
stock had slumped from $414,000,000 
or $119.41 per capita, in June, 1926 
to $71,000,000 or 17.95 per capita in 
September, 1933. Of the stock of 
$71,000,000 in the country when 
the Ramon Grau San Martin Gov- 
ernment came into power last Oc- 
tober, $39,000,000 represented Cuban 
coin, of which $18,000,000 was in 
silver and $32,000,000 in United 
States paper, Despaigne said.

OLD ROLL GALL USED 
T0 PASS HOUSE BILL 


$915,420 Appropriated From 
State Treasury Without 
Quorum Being Present. 


By the Jefferson City Oorrespond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 30. — 
The House of Representatives held 
a brief session today, without a 
quorum of its members present, 
and passed a bill to appropriate 
$915,420 from the State Treasury, 
by using a previous roll call cast 
yesterday on passage of another 
bill The House then called it a 
day and adjourned until Tuesday. 


The House journal will show that 
the House was in session with the 
necessary quorum prescribed by 
the Constitution, and will show the 
vote on passage of the appropria- 
tion bill was 102 ayes and two 
noes, About 45 of the 149 House 
members were present. 

This practice of passing a 
by using an earlier roll call on 
passage of some other bill, in- 
volves casting the votes of absent 
members, and is contrary to con- 
stitutional requirements. It is fre- 
quently done by the House, how- 
ever. In such cases the official 
journal makes it appear the mem- 
bers recorded as voting actually 
were present and voted. 

The appropriation bill, which 
now goes to the Senate, is to pay a 
deficiency of $915,420 in high 
school tuition due rural school dis- 
tricts from the State, under a 1931 
schoo! aid law. 

Under this law pupils eligible to 
attend a high school, residing in a 
school district without high school 
facilities or not maintaining a 
four-year high school, may attend 
such a high school in another dis- 
trict in the county. In such cases 
the State will pay the pupils’ tui- 
tion in the district where he at- 
tends high school, up to $50 a year. 

The State school fund was inade- 
quate during the last school year 
to pay in full the various school 
aids provided in the 1931 school 
law, including the high school tui- 
tion, and all payments were pro- 
rated by the Department of Educa- 
tion. The deficiency in the tui- 
tion fund totaled $915,420 for the 
114 counties, the amounts by coun- 
ties ranging from $1090 to $27,173. 

Payment in full of the various 
school aids provided by the 1931 
law is not mandatory, if sufficient 
funds are not available. The defi- 
ciency appropriation was recom- 
mended by the House Appropria- 
tions Committee, however, on the 
ground many of the districts had 
been financially embarrassed by 
not receiving money the State was 
morally obligated to pay. The de- 
ficiency would be paid from the 
gemeral revenue fund instead of 
from the school fund. 

A similar appropriation bill was 
passed by the regular sesson of the 
Legislature earlier this year, but 
the appropriation was withheld be- 
cause of inadequate State funds.

Pay checks totaling $505,000 were 
distributed last week to about 31,- 
000 CWA workers in St, Louis and 
the county, making a total CWA 
payroll so far of $1,209,597. 


The payroll will continue for 
about six weeks at the $500,000 level, 
Under existing arrangements, the 
CWA work would be abandoned at 
the end of that period, but there is 
a possibility it may be extended. 

In the city, where 22,919 are at 
work on CWA jobs, last week’s pay- 
e county pay- 
roll, to 8500 workers, totaled $102,767 
Paydays were distributed through- 
out the week. 

More than 75 per cent of the $1,- 
209,597 distributed so far in CWA 
wages has been paid during the last 
two weeks, when city and county 
payrolls totaled $982,044. It was 
not until the program had been. un- 
der way for three weeks that the 
city and county employed their full 
quotas. 

About two-thirds of the CWA 
workers have'been chosen from 
among persons under care of relief 
agencies, the rest from among those 
of the unemployed who had not yet 
been forced to apply for help. Those 
employed on CWA jobs work a 80- 
hour week and are paid standard 
wages, the union scale where one

NAZI OFFICIALS SEND OUT 
OPTIMISTIC GREETINGS 


Economic and Political Future As- 
sured, They Say in Messages 
to People. 
By the Associated Press. 
BERLIN, Dec, 30.—Optimism re- 
garding Germany’s economic and 


political future was expressed to- 
day in New Year’s wishes that al- 
most every person of fmportance in 
public life sent to German newspa- 
per offices. 

No papers will appear Monday 
and consequently the greetings 
were communicated a day earlier 
than usual. 

In accordance with tradition, 
President von Hindenburg felici- 
tated the Army and Navy and ad- 
monished them to continue “to do 
your duty and obtain the faithful 
fulfillment of your obligations.” 
Chancellor Hitler reserved his wish- 
es for Jan. 1 when he will address 
the President at a New Year's cere- 
mony. 

“For the first time in years,” said 
the greeting of Count Lutz 
Schwerin von Krosigk, industrial 
leader and former Finance Minis- 
ter, “all figures concerning our 
economic life show an upward 
trend. 

The freedom of the German press 
was praised in a greeting sent all 
members of the National Associa- 
tion of Journalists by Wilhelm 
Weiss, president of the organization. 


NEW ASTRONOMIC WONDERS 
IN CLOUDS OF MAGELLAN 


Gas Ring of ‘Incomparable Bright- 
ness Reported by Harvard 
Observers. 

By the Associated Press. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Dec. 30.— 
A universe of stars which is light- 
ed by a glowing gas ring . shaped 
like a wreath and of “incompara- 
ble brightness” was. described to 
the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science tonight by 
Dr. Harlow Shapley of Harvard Ob- 
servatory. 

Magellan’s men saw this universe 
as faint patches of light on the 
first circumnavigation of the world, 
and the spots were named the 
Clouds of Magellan. Recently Har- 
vard’s great telescopes in the 
southern hemisphere have been ex- 
ploring these clouds closely, 

There is one great ring of gas, 
called the Loop Nebula. “Its in- 
trinsic radiation,” Dr. Shapley said, 
“sreatly exceeds that of all our 
naked eye stars put’ together,-and 
yet its density must be exceeding- 
ly low.” 

He has found also several mil- 
lion suns in these clouds. Among 
them some “of extraordinary size 
and of exceedingly high tempera- 
ture, many of them being more 
than ten thousand times as bright 
as our sun.”

Hot Weather 


Summer Lasted Four Months—June Set Heat 
Record\for That Month—Precipitation — 
eeded, Nunn Says. 


“It looks bad,” said Forecaster 
Nunn, glancing yesterday over the 
récord of a year of extremes, va- 
garies and—in the view of people 
annoyed by the weather—plain cus- 
sedness. But that was a matter of 
impersonal professional interest to 
Dr. Nunn and not what looked bad 
to him. 

“It looks bad if we don’t get a 
great deal of precipitation between 
now and spring,” he explained. “The 
light rains of the last few weeks 
have afforded enough top moisture 
to keep wheat, but the ground be- 
low is very dry. If we don’t get 
decided help before spring, we'll 
start off badly for the growing sea- 
son.” 

The lack of moisture was dem- 
onstrated at 2 a. m. yesterday, 
when Mississippi River stage at St. 
Louis, ebbing through the season, 
was thrust still further down by ice 
in the Upper Mississippi and Mis- 
touri to 4.6 feet below zero, the 
lowest since the keeping of records 
was begun in 1861. The old record 
was 3.4 feet below the arbitrary 
zero on Dec. 10 last year. 

Cloudburst in Limited Area. 

And one of the year’s outstand- 
ing oddities, was involved in that 
lack of moisture, for at the end of 
May the 1933 rainfall stood more 
than four inches above normal and 
for the first time since 1930, there 
was “no sign of drouth.” Strange- 
ly, all that excess had fallen in the 
last 20 days of May. 

But, apparently having rained it- 
self out, it stopped right there. The 
next four months were the dryest 
in the 97 years of record, with the 
exception of one hour. That hour 
registered/the heaviest rainfall ever 
recorded here in 60 minutes, but 
most of the 3%-inch downpour was 
confined to downtown and South 
St. Louis. 

The year is winding up with a 


total precipitation of 34.77 inches, | 


2.74 below normal, Many St. Louis- 
ans thought it dryer than 1930, a 
year of disastrous and almost na- 
tional drouth, when St. Louis rain- 
fall totaled 23.23 inches. Since May 
it has, in fact, been dryer except 
in the area covered by the 3%-inch 
July cloudburst. Excluding that 
liimted downpour, precipitation 
since last May has totaled 10.75 
inches, as compared with 11.18 
inches in the corresponding period 
of 1930. 

The summer was the longest here 
since 1901, June was the hottest 
June ever recorded, and September 
was tied only by September, 1897, 
so that last summer was four full 
months long, instead of beginning 
about mid-June and ending in Sep- 
tember. Although there were but 
four days of 100-degree tempera- 
tures, and 103 last July 2 was far 
below the record 108 on July 28, 
1930, there were 64 days, twice 
the average number, of 90 degrees 
and higher. 

Late Unusual Warmth. 

| Unusual warmth kept up through 
the fall and, with a few minor 
breaks, until the holidays. In fact, 
said Dr. Nunn, all indications until 
Christmas eve pointed to a record- 
breaking warm December. The low 
for the month was 4 degrees above 
zero before dawn of Dec, 27, just 4 
days after the month’s high, 72 de- 
grees. The only snow was 2.1 
inches on the night of the twenty- 
fifth. The normal snow for De- 
cember is 3.2 inches, 

The coldest part of winter should 
be over in three weeks, remarked 
Dr. Nunn. The January thaw, he 
explained, comes traditionally after 
the third week. And, though some- 
times a bitter cold snap occurs in 
Febfuary—as in this year’s cold- 
est, 5 degrees zelow zero last Feb. 
&8—January averages the colder 
month at 31 degrees as compared 
with the February normal of 35. 


NAVAL ACADEMY DROPPED 
BY PROFESSORS’ ASSOCIATION 


One of Three Colleges Said to Have 
Lowered Qualifications for 
Instruction,

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 30. — 
Three colleges, including the Unit- 
ed States Naval Academy, were 


dropped today from the eligible list 
of the American Association of Uni- 
versity Professors. The action was 
taken at the concluding session of 
the association’s convention in this 
city, the reason being stated as 
“unsatisfactory tenure conditions 
and the lowering of qualifications 
for instruction in general] subjects.” 
The other colleges are Rollins Col- 
lege, Winter Park, Fila., and Bren- 
au College, Gainesville, Ga. 

The association also went on rec- 
ord as deciding not to recognize the 
bachelor of science degree which it 
said the Naval Academy proposes 
to grant. Another reason advanced 
for the step was said to be the 
dropping by the Academy of 30 
civilian instructors in general sub- 
jects last May.

Former Printing Superintendent 
Says Indictments Are Po- 
litical Persecutions.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Dec. 3) — 


Trial by mid-January was a possi- 


R ibility today for H. L. Williamson, 


former State Superintendent of 
Printing,’ and four associates who 
were indicted by the Sangamon 
County grand jury yesterday. 

The Springfield printing executive 
gave an answer of “political perse- 


cution” to the charges that he had 
conspired to defraud the State. 

As bonds were furnished by the 
defendants, State’s Attorney Alfred 
H. Greening said the case might 
be tried by the middle of January. 

Williamson, named on three con- 
spiracy counts, gave bond for $15,- 
000. He is charged with removing 
paper stock from a State ware- 
house, with irregularities in print- 
ing a tourist guide for the State 
and with unlawfully placing on the 
Printing Department payroll the 
name of a person who was not an 
investigator for the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s office. 

Williamson’t statement follows in 
part: 

These indictments are a political 
frameup, and I want the trial at the 
earliest possible date. 

“The indictments of A. J. Barnes 
of the printing firm of Schnepp & 
Barnes, Willis C. Reddick, sales 
manager for the Hartman-Jefferson 
Co., and Wayne V. Harsha, who is 
managing editor of the National 
Printer Journalist, is further  evi- 
dence of the ridiculousness of the 
entire political frameup. The _  in- 
dictment of Miss Nelle A. Machin 
for forgery also is most ridiculous. 

“Miss Machin was chief clerk of 
the Division of Printing and _ ex- 
changed the pay warrants, when 
they came from the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s office, for bank drafts. for 
Herschel J. Blazer, a newspaper 
man who did secret service work 
for the Attorney-General’s office. 
Attorney-General Carlstrom did not 
wish to have Mr. Blazer’s name on 
the pay roll; therefore, another 
name was used and it was for this 
that Miss Machin was indicted. 

“Mr. Blazer will be giad to testi- 
fy at any time that he received the 
amount stipulated in every one of 
the warrants from the Attorney- 
General’s office. The entire matter 
was handled as an accommodation 
for the Attorney-General’s office 
and was perfectly legitimate.” 

Barnes, Reddick and Harsha each 
posted $10,000 bonds on conspiracy 
counts, and Miss Machin gave bond 
for $10,000 on two forgery charges 
and one conspiracy charge. She was 
allowed to sign her own bond on 
23 other forgery charges. 


ADMIRAL MATTHEWS’ SWORD

Temporary Injunction Granted 
on Complaint License Terms 
Are Unconstitutional. 


A temporary injunction was 
granted by Circuit Judge Calhoun 
yesterday enjoining the city and 
the Police Department from enforc- 
ing an ordinance approved last 


June 29 providing for regulation of 
taxicabs. The order was in a suit 
filed by 22 operators who alleged 
the ordinance is unconstitutional. 

Under its terms the operators are 
required to obtain, in addition to 
a chauffeur’s license, a license from 
the Board of Public Service at the 
rate of $15 for each car; further 
to obtain a policy of liability insur- 
ance in the sum of $5000 for any 
one person or $10,000 for any two 
or more persons who might be in- 
jured in any one accident. 

According to petitioners the or- 
dinance is illegal because it forbids 
the operation of a taxicab  not- 
withstanding the owner is finan- 
cially responsible unless such per- 
son has liability insurance. There 
is only one insurance company, the 
suit set forth, which issues such 
policies on the terms specified, and 
accordingly the owners of taxicabs 
are deprived of their right of mak- 
ing legal contracts, they say. 

It is further alleged the ordinance 
exceeds the regulatory powers con- 
ferred by the State law and city 
charter.

During December 


Three Weeks’ Total for 37 States Is $174,- 


114,500, Against $59,352,200 in 1932 
Period, Dodge Corporation Reports. 


Construction contracts for the 


first three weeks of December in 
37 States east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, as compiled by F. W. Dodge 
Corporation, total almost three 
times as much as the contracts of 
the same period of 1932—$174,114,- 
500 against $59,352,200. 

Residential contracts for the pe- 
riod Dec. 1 to 22, inclusive, totaled 
$21,657,200 against $9,469,600 for the 
comparable period of last year. 

“The improvement is_ general 
throughout the districts covered,” 
said L. Seth Schnitman, chief sta- 
tistician for the Dodge Corporation, 
“so things look pretty good ahead.” 
There are no Dodge reports from 
west of the Rocky Mountains. To 
arrive at approximate totals for the 
whole country 12 per cent is added 
to the volume for the 37 States east 
of the Rockies. This would bring 
the approximate total for all classes 
of construction in the first three 
weeks of December to $195,008,240. 

Gain Shown in November. 

The contract volume of $162,330,- 
600 reported for the 37 Eastern 
states during November was almost 
12 per cent larger than the total 
shown for October and almost 55 
per cent ahead of the contract voi- 
ume registered for November, 1932. 

Of the November’ construction 
total about $127,000,000 was for pub- 
licly financed construction, while 
the remainder represented privately 
financed undertakings. The pub- 
licly financed construction awards 
during November were almost 
seven times as large as the total 
for this class of work during April 
of this year, when such work was 
at its lowest ebb. It is of interest, 
however, to note that though rub- 
lic work has been largely responsi- 
ble for the recent increases in con- 


struction awards generally, there 
has been measurable improvement 
also in privately financed con- 
struction projects as contrasted 
with a year ago. 

During November residential 
awards totaled $23,615,700, as 
against $21,525,700 in October and 
$19,245,300 in November, 1932, Non- 
residential building contracts placed 
during November amounted to 
$27,635,300, against $31,117,400 in 
October and $31,844,800 in Novem- 
ber of last year. Contracts placed 
for public works (civil engineering 
projects) amounted to $104,141,200 
in November as contrasted with 
$85,729,000 in October and $50,095,- 
900 in November, 1932; while 
awards for public utilities (also 
civil engineering) amounted to $6,- 
938,400 in November as compared 
with $6,995,100 in October and §$4,- 
116,300 in November, 1932. 

Year’s Total Below That of 1932. 

Total contracts of all descriptions 
awarded during the elapsed 11 
months of 1933 amounted to $1,048,- 
488,900, as against $1,269,939,400 in 
the corresponding period of 1932. It 
appears likely that for the full year 
1933 the total will approximate $1,- 
200,000,000, which would mean a loss 
from the total of $1,351,000,000 for 
1932 of about 11 per cent, though at 
mid-year the loss was running at 
about 35 per cent. 

Another item of decided encour- 
agement is to be found in the No- 
vember data on contemplated con- 
struction, which totaled $939,13',- 
100, as contrasted with $886,627,3N0 
in October and only $114,349,000 in 
November, 1932. The current con- 
templated total is larger than that 
reported in any other month since 
April, 1930, and holds large promise 
for early translation into increased 
totals for contracts.

Referee Directs Bankruptcy Trustee 
to Accept Bid of United 
Drug Co.

NEW YORK, Dec. 30.—Referee 
John E. Joyce today directed the 
Trustee in Bankruptcy of the Louis 
K. Liggett Co. to accept the offer 
of $9,915,863 from the United Drug 
Co. for the business and assets of 
the Liggett company. 

“The United Drug Co.’s offer fixed 
Dec. 31 as the time limit for ac- 
ceptance. Under terms of the of- 
fer, $7,300,000 is to be paid in cash. 
For the rest the buyer assumes 
trustee’s liabilities amounting to 
$2,615,863. 

The properties are to be taken 
over as of Oct. 31, after an audit 
to fix the amount of settlement be- 
tween the trustese in bankruptcv 
and the United Drug Co. for the in- 
terim period. 

The order of the referee is sub- 
ject to the approval of the United 
States District Court. 

Referee Joyce explained at the

Federal Building Also Helps 
Swell Amount—Onmitting 
These, Change Would 

_ Have Been Slight. 


Estimated cost of buildings con- 
structed in St. Louis in 1933, as 
shown in building permits, was 
$10,106,632, compared with $4,331,- 
904 in 1932. There were 3719 per- 
mits issued this year and 4117 last 
year. 


Included in the 1933 record are 
a $3,166,102 permit for Municipal 
Auditorium and a $3,100,000 permit 
for the new Federal Building. Omit- 
ting these two big structures, 
neither of which is completed, the 
dollar volume of construction was 
about the same this year as_ last 
year. Permits were not legally nec- 
essary for either the auditorium or 
Federal Building, but were issued 
to show the building volume. 

There were 1598 permits. this 
year for new buildings costing $8,- 
915,542 and 2121 for alterations cost- 
ing $1,191,090. For new structures, 
the division was: 283 brick dwell- 
ings, all costing less than $20,000 
each, $1,243,090; five flats, costing 
less than $15,000 each, $34,200; 66 
stores, all costing less than $15,000 
each, $221,450; 63 theaters and 
other places of amusement, includ- 
ing the auditorium, $3,241,582; 15 
factories and workshops, $212,600; 
269 stables and garages, $113,520; 
12 warehouses, $102,500; two hospi- 
tals, $466,328; one school, $4000; one 
church, $400; nine frame dwellings, 
$12,700; 871 fourth-class structures, 
$163,172; also the Federal Building. 

For December there were 145 
permits for buildings costing $115,- 
173, compared with 106 permits, for 
$71,410, in the same month of 1932. 

There were 27,963 real estate 
transfers in St. Louis this year, 
compared with 33,576 in 1932. Re- 
leases of real estate mortgages 
numbered 8546 this year and 11,- 
250 last year. Chattel mortgage 
comparisons are: 97,373 filed and 
19,102 released this year; 83,074 
filed and 22,129 released last year. 
There were 104 Government tax 
liens filed and 53 released this year, 
while there were 107 filed and 40 
released last year. Receipts of the 
Recorder of Deeds office were 
$100,044 in 1933 and $113,765 in 1932. 


NEW DIVISION IS FORMED 
IN DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE 


It Will Deal With All Tax Matters; 
Civil and Admiralty Unit 
Abolished. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—Attor- 
ney-General Cummings announced 
today that a new Department of 
Justice division had been formed 
to deal with all tax matters, civil 
and criminal. Another change was 
the abolition of the civil and ad- 
miralty division, work of which 
will be distributed among other de- 
partmental branches. 

The new tax division will defend 
suits brought in the United States 
Court of Claims for tax refunds. 
This formerly rested with the 
claims division. 

The changes, to take effect Jan. 
1, were not expected by the de- 
partment to result in a material 
decrease in expenditures. 

Cummings said the office of the 
Assistant Solicitor-General, created 
June 16 and held at present by An- 
gus D. Maclean, henceforth would 
prepare executive orders and opin- 
ions and compromise matters’ in 
litigation. 

The new tax division is headed 
by Assistant Attorney-General 
Frank J. Wideman.

30.—Congressman George H. Tink- 
ham of Massachusetts, a flying en-.

Civil Works Administration sup- 
plied $5,415,120. 

Leslie V. Freesaan, supervisor for 
the Missouri district comprising St. 
Louis and St. Louis County, has es- 
tablished offices in Room 808, Title 
Guaranty. Building, where George 


W. Schreech, area director, also 
will have headquarters. 

Applications of 140 enumerators 
have been approved and they will 
begin a two-day course of instruc- 
tion Tuesday, starting work Friday. 
Clerical employes at headquarters 
bring the total number of workers 
to about 150 and others may be 
necessary. ‘ 

Enumerators will receive a min- 
imum weekly pay of $15.60. The 
compensation, however, will be 
based on the number of question- 
naires filed, enumerators receiving 
30 cents each. 

Enmiployers will be asked to state 
the number of employes, full and 
part time, for each month of 1933, 
operating expenses, net sales or to- 
tal operating receipts, and what 
part of receipts represents credit 
business. 

Replies to questionnaires will be 
treated as confidential, Freeman 
explained, adding that tax depart- 
ments will not be able to obtain or 
use the information in collection or 
prosecution.

FRANCE SENDS REJECTION 
OF HITLER ARMS PLAN 


Ambassador Instructed to Insist 
That Negotiations Be Con- 
ducted Through League. 

By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Dec. 30.—Andre Francois- 
Poncet, the French Ambassador to 
Germany, left for Berlin today with 
a memorandum containing France's 
refusal of Chancellor Hitler’s dis- 
armament proposals and the decla- 
ration that “disarmament is still 
possible.” 

In a final talk with the envoy, 
Foreign Minister Joseph Paul- 
Boncour repeated the French de- 
termination to resist any change in 
the League of Nations and to con- 
duct arms negotiations through 
that medium only.

Mortgages Held by Closed De- 
positories Being Refinanced | 
With RFC Help. 


Task of alleviating the suffering 
of two patients afflicted with dif- 
ferent financial ills, by use of one 


prescription, is getting under way, 
at the office of the Home Owners’ 
Loan Corporation, in the Buder 


Building. 

One of the patients is the home 
owner facing a legal operation by 
which he may lose his home 


by a closed bank in liquidation. 

The other patient is the depositor 
iff the closed bank suffering chil- 
blains from the frozen assets rep- 
resented by the mortgage. 

The doctor is Arthur S. Burns of 
Washington, special representative 
of the Home Owners’ Loan Corpora- 
tion. The prescription is HOLC 
bonds. The prognosis is that the 
home will be saved and that the 
depositor will receive part of his 
money. 

The medicine, Burns explains, 
works this way. The bank ex- 
changes the mortgage for HOLC 
bonds which may be issued for an 
amount up to 80 per cent of the 
appraised value of the property. 
The Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration will loan the bank 80 per 


With this cash the depositor may

A preliminary survey of 22 closed 
banks in St. Louis and St. Louis 
County indicates there are more 
than 400 home mortgages amount- 
ing to mor@ than $1,500,000 which 
might be liquidated by the banks 
through the HOLC. 

O. H. Moberly, State Commis- 
sioner of Finance, has sent letters 
to Deputy Commissioners in charge 
of closed banks, announcing appro- 
val of a general policy of accepting 
HOLC bonds for mortgages:’and re- 
questing that they co-operate with 
Burns in expediting liquidation. 

Already 10 appraisers are at work 
in closed banks in the St. Louis 
district and others will be sent 
throughout the State as soon as 
questionnaires to all closed banks 
can be collected and collated.

Vienna Choir Boys 
To Sing at the Odeon 
On Wednesday Night 


OLY YEAR music that is rare- 
H» heard, lilting popular melo- 

dies of old Vienna, and a one- 
act comic opera by Offenbach, are 
united in the remarkable program 
to be presented by the Vienna Boys’ 
Choir, in concert at the Odeon next 
Wednesday evening. The program, 
in three parts, is representative of 
the finest in church and secular 
music to be found in the tradition 
of the oldest choir in the world. 

The Holy Year music, sung @ 
capella or without accompaniment, 
is the work of Fifteenth Century 
composers, Palestrina, Orlando Las- 
sus, Jacobus Gallus and.C. Porta. 
Those masters of the old polyphon- 
ic forms, for all that they appeared 
at the very beginning of the writ- 
ten history of music, did not begin 
composing until the Vienna Boy’s 
Choir was half a century old. Their 
work for unaccompanied choirs has 
never been surpassed and some of 
their finest things were especially 
written for the Holy Year liturgy. 
Thus, in the first section of the 
Vienna Choir Boys’ program, the 
audience will hear some of the rich- 
est treasures of the music of the 
church. 

Follows a one-act comic opera, 
Offenbach’s “Wedding by Lantern- 
light,” a merry mix-up in situation, 
merrily told in song. It isa little 
gem in the Viennese tradition, in 
which the roles, male and female, 
are taken by the members of the 
choir in costume, as they did last 
year when they so delighted the au- 
dience with Mozart’s one-act opera, 
“Bastian and Bastienne.” 

Viennese song arranged for the 
chorus will make up the final group 
of offerings by the Vienna Boys’ 
Choir. For the most part these are 
arrafgements of popular Viennese 
songs, but one of them which will 
especially delight is the “Du and 
Du” waltz song from “Die Fileder- 
maus,” Johann Strauss’ operetta, 
which St. Louis remembers from its 
performance at Municipal Opera 
some years ago.

And Suggested Modifications|

Roosevelt Administration apparently has no intention of asking 


[) t2oeer the protest from financial and commercial quarters the 


for radical modification of the drastic Securities Act, passed at 
the last session of Congress for the protection of investors against 


misrepresentation. 

The present indications are 
that the administration intends 
to see for itself how the new-act 
works before any major modifi- 
cation is called for. It has been 
in force seven months, and even 
now the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion, which is charged with its 
administration, has not yet com- 
pleted writing all the regulations 
necessary for harmonious and ef- 
ficient reguiation of the issuing 
of securities. In fact. the Com- 
mission has not yet bad time to 
gather complete data with which 
to answer the critics of the new 
law, 


Platform Pledges. 

Any concerted drive for drastic 
modification of the law—the ad- 
ministration has already signified 
its willingness to ask for clarifi- 
eation—must take into consider- 
ation the fact that the 1932 
Democratic platform specifically 
pledged protection for the inves- 
tor against “‘insiders.’”’ 

The first plank on finance and 
investment in the platform said: 
“We advocate protection of the 
investing public *by requiring to 
be filed with the Government and 
carried in advertisements of all 
offerings of foreign and domestic 
stocks and bondstrue information 
as to bonuses, commissions, prin- 
cipal invested and interest of the 
sellers.” 

Going beyond this pledge, Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, in a special mes- 
sage to Congress on March 239, 
recommended in general the vig- 
orous regulations finally written 
into the law. 

After pointing out that the in- 
vestment public had _ sustained 
“severe losses through practices 
neither ethical nor honest on the 
part of many persons and cor- 
porations selling securities,’ the 
President continued: 

“There is an obligation upon us 
fo insist that every issue of new 
securities to be sold in interstate 
commerce shall be accompanied 
by full publicity and information, 
and that no essentially important 
element attending the issue shall 
be concealed from the buying pub- 
lic, 

“This proposal adds to the 
ancient rule of caveat emptor the 
further doctrine ‘let the seller 
also beware.’ It is the burden of 
telling the whole truth on the 
seller. It should give impetus to 
honest dealing in securities and 
thereby bring back public confi- 
dence,”’ 


An Earlier Roosevelt’s View. 


Congress was prepared for the 


recommendation. Back in 1908, 
President Theodore Roosevelt, in 
® special message, had told the

in the imposition of unnecessary 
fixed charges upon industry and 
in the creation of false and un- 
balanced values for _ properties 
‘whose earnings cannot conceiv- 
ably support them. Whatever 
may be the full catalogue of the 
forces that brought to pass the 
present depression, not least 
among these has been the wanton 
misdirection of the capital re- 
sources of the nation.”’ 


Present Securities Law. 

Such was the problem as seen 
by the congressional leaders. The 
Securities Act of 1933 was the 
answer. As the act now stands 
it provides that no securities, un. 
less specifically exempted, may be 
issued in interstate or foreign 
commerce or through the mails 
until they have been registered 
with the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion. The act relates primarily 
to new securities although it also 
makes unlawful the sale in inter- 
state commerce of any securities, 
new or old, by fraud or deceit or 
without full disclosure of the ma- 
terial facts concerning them, 

Concerning new securities, the 
act provides that when they are 
distributed to the public they 
shall be honestly and completely 
represented and that complete in- 
formation shall be on file in a pub- 
lic office for the benefit of 
original and subsequent _ pur- 
chasers. 

Securities exempted by the act 
include obligations of the Fed- 
eral Government and its agencies, 
States and their subdivisions, na- 
tional and state banks, co-opera-: 
tive enterprises and railroad se- 
curities subject to the jurisdiction 
of the Interstate Commerce Coni- 
mission. 

Registration of Issues. 

Registration of proposed secu- 
rities with the Federal Trade 
Commission provides the ma- 


tion. The civil liability sections of 
the act provide protection to the 
investors and the penalties for 
the dishonest dealers, 

The “registration statement” 
corporations cover 31 legal-size 
sheets. It must remain on file 
for public for not less than 20 
days, and meets President Roose- 
velt’s demand for “every essential 
important element attending the 
issue of new securities” for the 
benefit of the investor. .A_ bal- 
ance sheet giving a clear idea of 
the assets and liabilities of the 
corporation and a profit and loss 
statement giving a fair picture of 
its operations for the preceding 
three years must be certified by 
an independent public accountant.

A good play, too, provided I do not write 
anything that bores me, like filling out a 
plot or anything artificial of that kind. 

“Most genuine plays begin with a dramatic 
situation: the;play’ is only a device for 
bringing it about. “The Devil’s Disciple’ obvi- 
ously grew round a situation. So did ‘John 
Bull’s Other Island.’ ‘Pygmalion,’ too, but 
James Barrie at once divined that when it 
came to the point I had to leave out the 
situation: it takes place off stage.

“T have never looked. It is trouble enough 
to make money without having to count it 
afterwards. The number of performances is 
ho test. One performance in a big theater 
may mean more money and more spectators 
than three in a small one. Even if you disre- 
gard the number of performances, and test 
by the number of spectators or the gross re- 
ceipts, you will be thrown out by the differ- 
ence in acting.

Sketches Idea of His Newest 


Play, “On the Rocks.” 

“On the Rocks,’’ Mr. Shaw’s newest play, 
will probably be produced in the United States 
by the Theater Guild as usual. 

“It is a very long and very serious play 
about English politics,’’ he said. “So long 
that the difficulty has been ‘to get it into 
three and a half hours. 

“It takes place in No. 10 Downing Street.” 
—the Prime Minister’s official residence— 
“and the unemployed break the windows. A 
National Government like the present one is 
in office, but the Prime Minister is not Ram- 
say MacDonald. One of the characters is the 
Commissioner of Police. There are all sorts 
of arguments and discussions.” 

“A good deal of it was written during your 
round-the-world cruise this year, wasn’t it?” 
“Yes, most of it, including a good deal 
which the limits of time in performance havé 
obliged me to discard, was written at sea.” 
‘You have said that you write your plays 
‘with a fountain pen in shorthand’ and that 
you write them, ‘just as they come.’ About 
how long does it take you \to write a play?” 
“It depends on the length and on the com- 
plication of the stage business. Also on the 
quality of the writing. The fashionable 
length of a play for stalls at the highest West 
End prices is 18,000 words. My plays writ- 
ten for an ideal audience of shilling stalls 
and a 2-penny gallery are from one-third to 
one-half as long again. 


1000 Words a Day 

His Average Output. _ 

‘‘A slosher using ready-made phrases and 
never stopping to think can write several 
thousand words a day with the assistance of 
more or less alcohol. An average thousand 
words a day is enough for me if I have to 
think them all out. But that is between 
breakfast and lunch. 3 

“There are men like Balzac, or Handel 
composing the “Messiah,” who. charge at a 
work and keep on at it night and day unfl 
it is finished, keeping themselves awake with 
coffee. In that way an impetuous playwright 
could finish a play within a fortnight. There 
have been playwrights who have written plays 
for 5 shillings an act and finished the fifth 
act while the fourth was being performed.

it may take me as long again, or longer, to 
settle the stage business, which is pure 
drudgery.

Shakespeare and Himself, 


A Shavian Comparison. 

‘“‘Are your plays, as originally written, sub- 
ject to a good deal of revision, or not?” 

“Of course they are! I have an artistic 
conscience which makes it impossible for me 
to let a job go until it is as good as I can 
make it at the moment. Besides, I now 
over-write to such an extent that I have 
to cut the play down by a full third to pull it 
properly together and bring it within pos- 
sible limits of time. 

“The publication or performance of a. play 
of mine in the state in which Shakespeare's 
plays appear in the First Folio would drive 
me crazy. But I fully admit that Shakes- 
peare’s calculation that it was better to spend 
his time writing ‘Macbeth’ than revising 
‘Hamlet’ was justified. But then Shakespeare 
was a volcano from whom plays burst like 
lava.

“Are all your plays written in shorthand? 
What system do you use? How did you come 
to learn shorthand and when?”’’ 

“They have been ever since I could afford 
a secretary. I use Pitman because it is the 
one most generally known to secretaries, and 
can be written very legibly and fully—not as 
reporters have to scrawl it. I have learned 
other systems and forgotten them. 

“All scripts interest me. I cannot contem- 
plate even an expansive shirtfront without 
longing to write something on it. Some men 
rather than not write at all. It is part of the 
born writer’s specialization.” 


Began With Five Novels 


Then Turned to Plays. 

“Had you ever tried your hand at writing 
a play before, in 1885, you wrote two acts 
of ‘Widowers’ Houses’ in collaboration with 
William Archer? Or was the latter actually 
your first dramatic effort?” 

“‘*Widowers’ Houses’ was my first com- 
pleted play. But look at those five novels, 
written between my twenty-third and twenty- 
eighth year, with which I began. The pro- 
portion of dialogue to description and marra- 
tive in them is almost the same as the pro- 
portion of dialogue to stage directions in a 
play. 

“By the way, Archer was quite guiltless of 
collaboration in any part of ‘Widowers’ 
Houses’, though it began as a collaboration. 
He repudiated every line of it as a monstrous 
outrage on his plot. He would turn in his 
grave if you attributed to him the smallest of 
my crimes against his Rhinegold.”’ 


Read Play and Skip Preface, 
Or the Other Way Round. 


“How long a preface will your new play 
have when published? Why do you consider 
that your plays need prefaces?”’’ 

‘My new book will contain two prefaces 
and three plays. When you are tired of read- 
ing plays to amuse you, you can read the 
prefaces to improve your mind. 

“My plays do not need prefaces; but the 
people who buy my books need variety and 
quantity enough to last them at least a week 
in these hard times. | 

“Those who like political essays and don’t 
like plays can skip the plays. Those who 
like plays and don’t like political essays can 
skip the prefaces. In this way everybody in 
the family is suited. 

“The combination of preface-pamphlet and 
play is a classic tradition in English liter- 
ature, but nobody has ever given such good 
measure as I. 

“The_only trouble is that silly people who 
are ignorant of that tradition, and who read 
neither my books nor anyone else’s, imagine 
that the prefaces explain the plays and that 
the plays are incomplete without them. Of 
course they are entirely independent works,” 


“People Buy My Novels, 
Perhaps Even Read Them.”’ 


“Why do you consider it was that your 
great gift of characterization, your wit and 
other qualities did not make your early novels 
as successful as your later plays have been? 
Aare the two mediums so different, or are 
they simply not equally congenial to you?” 
‘How do you know that my novels are 
less successful?’ G. B. 8S. demanded.

“As to why I do not go on writing them, 
do you suppose that anyone who could write 
a play would condescend to such an easy job 
as writing a novel?

There is no use in lulling our- 
selves with empty illusions. I 
have already had the opportunity 
of expressing the ¢ceep and abso- 
lute conviction that, among all 
the foes of mankind and among 
all ills that torment it, one of the 
worst is represented by impotent 
and foolish optimism. 


Men, Not Fate, Control. 


Abandoned to themselves, 
things will not improve auto- 
matically. It is easier for them, 
sliding down an inclined plane, to 
crash to catastrophe. 

When ills are known and 
located one can reasonably apply 
some sort of remedy. And one 
can also avoid them altogether, 
more often, indeed, than the men- 
tal and physical laziness of men 
make us believe. These men make 
the excuse of fate, whereas, on the 
contrary, it is a question of their 
deficient and confused minds. 

The Fascist creed is an heroic 
belief in the strength of active, 
intelligent, and efficient human 
will. Where there’s a will, there’s 
a way. On the threshold of the 
new year let us see, Fascistically, 
the roads which indomitable 
human will could trace or level 
off in order to cover, in 1934, a 
decisive stretch towards brighter 
horizons. 

Sixteen years after the World 
War we should have finally ar- 
rived at liquidation of the after- 
math of the war and set ourselves 
to the work of reconstruction. 
But in the international field the 
situation is not propitious for 
such work. The existence of the 
League of Nations is at stake. 
Even in the days in which there 
was at least the appearance of 
harmony it was hard to get any 
important decision from _ the 
Geneva gathering. 


The Old Debt Question. 


The Fascist Grand Council has 
cast the dice. Either the League 
of Nations is reformed or it is 
bound to perish. The reform idea 
will prevail, so much so because 
nothing leads to the belief that 
the Italian idea will mean diminu- 
tion for the smaller states. The 
opposite is true. 

Namely, it is true that Italy 
favors a stable understanding 
among the big states also for the 
purpose of guaranteeing in a bet- 
ter way the peaceful development 
of the smaller states, which must 
not fear harmony but discord 
among the greater states. 

Another problem which 1933 
hands over unsolved to 1934 is 
that of the inter-Allied debts. 
My Government has given proof 
of its good will by again recog- 
nizing its debt to the United States 
and by effecting just now a pay- 
ment of $1,000,000, just to show 
how, in contrast with some coun- 
tries, it does not intend to con- 
sider the problem of debts to 
America canceled through a 
simple sophism of procedure. 
This is the sense of loyalty and 
hoor toward financial, political, 
and juridical obligations which is 
assumed by a pecple like the 
Italian, gifted with an ancient 
civilization even of a juridical 
nature, towards a great nation 
like the United States.

To be effective we must 
have agreement with Powers who 
are able to disturb peace. 

The year 1934 must bring 
agreement between these Powers, 
else, very probably, we shall 
lapse back into the old system of 
the balance of power. 

As the year opens, alignments 
are already being made in case 
the League fails. We have only 
to behold the threatening signs 
over the Pacific, where three pow- 
erful nations are jockeying for 
position, to realize either nations 
agree to prevent war or war will 
be unavoidable. 

Notwithstanding this ‘and ig 
spite of these and similar justified

N attempting to set apart 

the one biggest news event of 
the entire eventful year, the re- 
viewer runs into obvious difficul- 
ties because the three or four 
outstanding events were so close- 
ly linked with one another— 
events such as the inauguration 
of President Roosevelt, the bank 
holiday and the NRA program. 
The nation-wide clamor for a 
change of administration and the 
hope that such a change would 
bring speedy relief to the depression: 
ridden land made the inauguration of the 
new President one of the most important 
occasions since the signing of the armistice 
ending the war. Not only the eyes of this 
country, but of the entire world were 
turned toward Washington to see what 
the long-promised “new deal" would bring 
forth. Not many news stories of any years 
could excel this in magnitude. 

But on the heels of the inauguration 
came another event, which, although closely 
associated with it, quickly crowded inaugur- 
ation news off the front pages of all the 
papers in the country. This was the bank 
holiday. And this somehow fulfills better 
than the inauguration the specifications for 
a great news story. Here was something 
that not only concerned intimately and im- 
mediately the affairs of every person in the 
United States. It carried with it those ele- 
ments of shock and surprise which, coupled 
with wide public interest, make up the for- 
mula fot a great news story. Among the big 
spot news stories of the year, the bank holi- 
day of last March must undoubtedly rank 
at the top in the opinions of most people. 
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Swinging into action the day after he 
was inaugurated, President Roosevelt issued 
a proclamation on March § in which he 
ordered a bank holiday of national scope, 
to take effect on March 6 and continue to 
March 9. A few days later it was extended 
to March 13. During this period every 
bank in the United States was closed and 
$40,000,000,000 of: deposited money was 
in the hands of the President, who had 
been created virtual financial dictator of 
the country in the depression emergency. 

For the duration of the holiday, the rich 
and the poor were all alike so far as actual 
possession of cash was concerned. Those 
whose custom it was to carry but a small 
amount of money in their pockets, but had 
plenty in the bank, were caught as unpre- 
pared as those who had little anywhere. 
Most firms were without sufficient cash to 
meet their payrolls and employes had to 
get along as best they could. Many per- 
sons, not understanding the purport of the 
Presidential decree, flocked to the banks 
endeavoring to draw out money, and the 
banks, in some instances, issued “scrip” 
money to help tide their depositors over 
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the emergency, redeeming this later in cur’ 
rency. On March 13, the banks began 
cpening again after obtaining licenses from 
Federal and State banking authorities 
and business went on as before with little 
actual suffering, from that cause at least, 
having been experienced. As a matter of 
fact, some beneficial results were noted, for 
the retention of so much money by the 
banks for several days halted the rapid drop 


in-commodity prices and started business on 


an upturn. 

The President's INRA program, signal: 
ized by the appearance of the now-fam: 
iar “Blue Eagle,’ got under way early in 
the summer as the administration's main 
step in the direction of recovery. With 
an elaborate code dealing with hours of 
labor, wages and working conditions, it 
sought to bring about the re-employment of 
millions of workers on a scale of wages that 
would in a measure restore the lost pur- 
chasing power of the masses. At first a 
blanket code was drawn up for the retail 
trade by the President and General Hugh 
S. Johnson, administrator. Then from day 
to day the various indystries adopted codes 
to meet the peculiar conditions existing in 
each and these were signed after they had 
received the approval of General Johnson 
and the President.

HE new year of 1933 had just. got 

under way when former President 
Calvin Coolidge died suddenly. He was 
found dead by Mrs. Coolidge in their home 
at Northampton, Massachusetts, on the 
morning of January $. Burial took place a 
few days later on a bleak New England 
hillside at Plymouth, Vermont, his birth- 
place. The obsequies were scarcely conclud- 
ed before there came another major happen- 
ing that took the eyes of the country away 
from New England and focused them on 
Florida where Mayor Anton Cermak of 
Chicago battled gamely for three weeks 
against death from an assassin's bullet that 
had been aimed at the President-elect. But 
his fight was lost in the end. On March 6 
he died of a complication of disorders 
brought on by the wound. His slayer, 
Giuseppe Zangara, was ‘executed a few 
weeks later, cursing capitalists to his last 


breath. 


Two of the major disasters of a year, 


filled with disasters came in rapid succes 
sion. 

On March 10 Southern California was 
the scene of the most destructive earth- 
quake this country has witnessed since the 
San Francisco catastrophe of 1906. Cen- 
tering at Long Beach, 13 separate shocks 
of varying intensity rocked the coast from 
San Diego to Santa Barbara, a distance of 
200 miles, crumpling brick and stone build- 
ings like toy block houses and leaving a 
death toll of 127 in its wake. More than 
5000 persons were injured and property 
damage was estimated at $50,000,000. 
Most of this was in Long Beach and Los 
Angeles, but small towns and cities as far 
as 30 miles back from the coast also suf- 
fered heavily. 

On the night of April 4, the giant 785- 
foot navy dirigible, “Akron,” made its last 
voyage and fought its last fight with the 
clements. Caught in a heavy electrical 
storm off the New Jersey coast, the great 
craft plutiged into the ocean, carrying down 
with it 78 officers and men, including Rear

GIRARD, Kansas. 
HERE is a half- 
formed story 
named “Highways’’ 
that cannot now be 
finished because 
the man and wom- 
an who together 
conceived it have 
come to a parting 
of the ways. A rift 
has come in the creative communion of 
E. Haldeman-Julius and Marcet Halde- 
man-Julius, and neither is capable of 
completing what both began. The man 
has gone his own way and the woman 
is left to lament the story-child that 
might have been. 

There are other story-children, born 
of the man’s brooding and the wom- 
an’s travail, one named “Dust” and 
one named ‘Violence,’ and they are 
dear, but the one to come was to be 
more perfect than they because of the 
finer fusion the ripened years had 
brought. Unsuspected, though, there 
was a flaw in the fusion. So Marcet 
Haldeman-Julius is driven to fight the 
father of her story-children for the 
heritage of their flesh-and-blood chil- 
dren. 

There is a heritage because three 
generations of Haldemans builded and 
guarded well that which had been 
built, for Girard has had its Halde- 
mans since the early day when Grand- 
father Haldeman came  ploneering 
from Illinois and found a farm to his 
liking, hard by the new county seat, 
and toiled there and prospered and 
founded the Haldeman Bank and left 
it to his son. This Haldeman of the 
second generation, though he was con- 
tent to let Oscar Schaefer, the cashier, 
look after most of the bank's business 
—for he was a contemplative man, 
doctor, musician and scholar—took 
care of what had come to him and 
when he died passed it along, with its 
increase, to his wife, who managed it 
well, for she was capable, and gave it, 
at her passing, into the hands of her 
daughter, Marcet. Now this Haldeman 
of the third generation is asking the 
courts to come to the help of her chil- 
dren, the Haldemans of the fourth 
generation. 

These children are Alice and Henry 
Haldeman-Julius, born of the union of 
Marcet Haldeman and Emanuel Julius, 
who is called upon in the District 
Court at Pittsburg to restore the 


estate which his wife yielded to his 
care. 
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There is also an adopted daughter, 
Josephine, whose companionate mar. 
riage to Aubrey Clay Roselle, former 
University of Kansas student, in 1927, 
drew marked public attention. The 
companionate marriage, which was de- 
signed to enable them to continue 
their individual studies and the ca- 
reers they had planned, has, they an- 
nounce, turned out very well. The 
Roselles live in Chicago. Mrs. Roselle 
does not figure in the present sit- 
vation. 


ARCET HALDEMAN was 17 
Moe old when her father, Dr. 

H. W. Haldeman, died in 1905, 
her grief was great, for they 
been very close companions. 
Her mother took over the bank 
and incorporated it and became its 
president, the first woman bank presi- 
dent in the State, carrying on efficient- 
ly as was to be expected of the sister 
of Jane Addams of Chicago's 
Hull House, not only running 
the bank but having a hand 
in pretty much everything 
else that was going on in 
town. 

She is remembered as one 
whose severe manner and 
short speech were but an ar- 
mor, for her heart was kind. 
On her way to the bank, in 
her phaeton, she would stop 
at the postoffice and hail any 
boy who happened to be 
around and command him to 
go in and get her mail, and 
then invite him into the phae- 
ton and question him kindly 
about how he was. getting 
along at school or some other 
concern of his. 

With her neighbors, and the 
farmers round about who 
came to her at the bank with 
their troubles, she was severe, 
in her best armored manner,

Marcet, bereft of the father who had 
been her companion, and with a bank- 
president mother, was sent off to 
boarding school at Chicago, where her 
Aunt Jane could counsel her on occa.

Mawr. From there she went on the 
stage, playing ingenue parts mostly, 
with good companies, under the name 
of Jean Marcet.

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Alice enjoyed to the utmost. Even 
though she was not yet old enough to 
have beaux, she could be in love with 
her father’s dashing young officers.

‘I remem- 
ber how that night (of the in- 
augural ball) I perched on the 
arm of a chair until someone sug- 
gested that I ought not to, as 
Mrs. McKinley was seated in it, 
a fact of which I was totally un- 
aware. When I was amused and 
stimulated by an occasion, I was 
never very conscious of thofe whom 
I did not know who made up 
the occasion. At father’s own inaugu- 
ration in 1904, I stood in the front 
of the box and gesticulated' ex- 
uberant greetings to the friends I rec- 
ognized in the crowd until father rath- 
er firmly told me to sit down. I had 
pot had the slightest idea that I was 
‘making a show of myself.’ I sat down, 
feeling reproved and resentful. He had 
been greeting friends whom fie-recog- 
nized in the crowd—so why should I 
not do likewise?”’ 

Princess Alice made her debut in 
the White House, but the mustard- 
colored carpet then on the East Room 
floor took some of the edge off her 
joy. It was necessary to put crash 
down over this carpet for the dancing, 
which she “considered personally hu- 
miliating, and the fact that punch was 
provided instead of champagne was a 
horrid blow to my pride.’

The others were on foot, but I 
was given a chair, a yellow chair tas- 
seled and cushioned, in which I led 
the party, high on the shoulders of 
eight bearers and surrounded by chat- 
tering court officials and eunuchs 
through the lovely grounds of the 
summer palace, along garden walks, 
past ponds and pavilions, the yellow or 
green tiled roofs of the buildings 
showing through the trees....

The years that followed were crowd- 
ed indeed. A White House engage- 
nent and wedding, with presents from 
royalty. Campaigning with Nicholas 
Longworth, her new husband, and in- 
tervals, preferably very brief, in Cin- 
cinnati, with her relatives-in-law. 
Washington was her favorite stage and 
her role there one of weighty social 
influence, which implied, too, not a lit- 
tle “back-handed"’ political influence.

NEW YORK. 

HE new Social Reg- 

ister has just made 

its dignified ap- 
pearance, as it usu- 
ally does about this 
time of year, and is 
supplying more ma- 
terial for comment 
throughout Man- 
hattan’s May- 


fair than any issue of recent years. The 
reason for that is not what is in the 
book, but what isn’t in it. People are 
naturally curious to see what new 
names have been added and they give 
the list the usual going over, but it is 
the casualties that they talk most 
about—the people who used to be list- 
ed there but aren’t there any more. 
This year’s issue shows a lot of cas- 
ualties. Some of the names that have 
been weeded out from between its sol- 
emn black and red covers are pretty 
big names, too. 

The casualties are by no means con- 
fined to the New York volume either. 
There are 12 volumes, one for each 
of 12 large cities, and those for Wash- 
ington and Chicago show evidence that 
the social ax has been wielded with 
more than ordinary vigor. Samuel and 
Martin Insull, the fallen utilities mag- 
rates, are among those missing from 
the Chicago list of blue bloods, as are 
Harold McCormick, his son and two 
daughters, and Mrs. Rhoda Tanner 
Doubleday, who recently sued McCor. 
mick for $1,500,000, alleging breach 
of promise. 

The Washington book came out 
omitting 20 or more Senators and 
high government officials but includ- 
ing, high among the capital's soctally 
elect, the name of Senator Huey P. 
Long. But the Louisiana Kingfish did 
not care to remain on the list. He re- 
quested his withdrawal in a lengthy 
letter in which he said Washington so- 
clety had never learned to dunk corn 
pone properly in potlikker, and the 
capital's registerites had disappointed 
him in other ways also. For one thing, 
he contended, Washington drank soup 
out of cup-shaped plates with handles, 
and in the country he came from, he 
went on to relate, he had been drink- 
ing it out of a plate for 20 years be- 
fore he'd ever heard of Washington. 

Senator McKellar of Tennessee has 
been dropped for some unaccountable 
reason and so has Smith W. Brookhart, 
former Iowa Senator, who now holds 
an important post in the Department 
of Agriculture. Both of these were 
listed last year. General Hugh S. 
Johnson, NRA Administrator, is not 
inentioned in the new book. Neither 
are George Peek, ‘‘Brain Trust’’ mem- 
ber and Government official, Harry 
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George Palmer Putnams are miss 
ing for the first time and the Gene 
Tunneys for the second time. 

Mrs. Phyllis Raker Potter, 
who married the popular dancer, 
Fred Astaire, brother of Lady 
Charles Cavendish, last July, 
is absent, Mrs. Potter being one 
who married out of the register 
instead of into it, as Mrs. Gene 
Tunney did a few years ago and 
as many others have done before 
and since. 

William Willock Jr. and Jack 
de Ruyter are missing. Willock, it 
is recalled, married 
his mother’s chamber-- 
maid a few months 
ago, a step which may 
be counted on to lead 
one out of the reg- 
ister in short order. 
Jack de Ruyter— 
John Lewis de Ruy- 
ter officially—-w ho 
was divorced by the 
former Louise Quan- 
tain Clarke, daughter 
of Lewis Latham 
Clarke, nationally

former Follies beauty, and won a de- 
cree. De Ruyter’s name figured in the 
case. That sort of thing never helps 
people to stay in the Social Register. 

There are all kinds of reasons, of 
course, why people are dropped from 
the register and for the most part 
these are things which the compilers 
simply refuse to discuss. It isn’t done, 
you know. Some are dropped for the 
simple reason that they don’t care to 
be listed and don’t bother to fill out 
and return the information blanks the 
register’s office sends out each year. 
Others are dispensed with for getting 
themselves involved in unsavory’ no- 
toriety, though this does not seem to 
work in the case of.some. The lapse 
from ‘‘respectability’’ doesn’t have to 
be scandalous either. People are 
left out for very slight departures 
from that path of conduct laid out for 
‘‘aristocracy’’—things like going on 
the stage or marrying an actor or ac- 
tress or prizefighter. 


HERE is no appeal from the reg- 

ister’s judgment, once it has 

handed down its verdict, because 
it is compiled and published by a pri.- 
vate association which considers itself 
—and therefore is usually considered 
by others—the highest authority in 
the land on that vague something or 
other known as social standing. 

There was quite a lot of speculation 
this yee> as to whether Mr. and Mrs. 
Gene Tunney would stay dropped after 
being omitted from the select roll last 
season. Some thought they 
wouldn't, but they did. They 
are omitted for the second 
time, which may be evidence 
that they are out for good. 

As a good many will re- 
call, the Tunneys have been 
a bone of contention in So- 
cial Register circles for some 
time. It happens that if 
either party in a promi- 
nent marriage is listed in

register’s pale. After that, a decision 
is made on whether the names 
shall remain in subsequent years. In 
the case of the. TFunneys,_ the 
former Polly Lauder was already list- 
ed when she married the retired heavy- 
weight champion, so the next edition 
carried both names. Horrified gasps 
were heard all over the country 
as a result of this. The idea of an ex- 
heavyweight champion in the Social 
Register was too appalling for consid- 
eration, no matter if he had given up 
prizefighting and was talking a lot 
about Shakespeare. This opposition 
became sterner and sterner and finally, 
last year, the Tunneys were omitted. 
Those who thought they would be list- 
ed again in violation of a rule that the 
book seldom breaks based their belief 
on a conviction that opposition would 
soon die down in the face of such con- 
siderations as respectable behavior, 
Tuney solvency and the high position 
of the Lauders. But they weren‘t list- 
ed, and that is that. 

It is reported that Tunney chuckled 
when the new book came out without 
his name in it.

Neither would the Social] Register’s 
office have anything to say. A spokes- 
man at the office politely but firmly 
declared that ‘‘We never discuss any 
connections with the book.”

Back in the days of 1776, one Ser- 
geant Ezra Lee achieved distinction for 
himself when he risked his life in the 
first underwater attempt to blow up 
a ship. Bushnell had, after four years 
of work, completed what became 
known as Bushnell’s turtle. The tur- 
tle, built of wood, and just large 
enough for one man to stand up in and 
turn around, was so nicknamed be- 
cause it resembled two upper tortoise 
shells of equal size joined together, 
the entrance represented by the open- 
ing made by the shells where the head 
would be. 

The turtle could be submerged 
quickly to a depth of 20 feet or so 
when the navigator used a foot valve 
to open an aperture in the bottom of 
the vessel. Two brass force pumps 
efected the water when it came time 
to rise. The air had to be renewed at 
the end of a half hour. Ventilators, 
which when submerged were closed by 
water pressure, flew open as soon as 
the boat reached the surface. When 
the proper equilibrium was reached 
through admitting water, the operator 
could, according to an account carried

in a magazine of that day ‘‘row up- 
wards or downwards with the oar 
placed near the top of the vessel and 
formed like a screw... use an oar di- 
rectly in front for rowing backwards 
or forwards.” At the other side was 
a rudder for steering. Above this was 


a detachable magazine holding 150 
pounds of powder, and near it was 
“a wood screw in a tube. A rope ex- 


tended from wood screw to magazine. 


USHNELU’S scheme was for the 
navigator to approach the ship in 
the night, submerge, drive the 
screw into the ship's bottom, cast off 
screw and magazine and get away be- 
fore the clockwork set off the charge. 
One dark night the Sergeant was 
towed in the turtle to within a short 
distance of the British 64-gun ship 
Eagle, lying in the Hudson River, close 
to New York. Just as darkness began 
to break, Lee got to the stern of the 
Eagle and dived beneath it. Unfortu- 
nately, the wood screw failed to bite. 
Lee, unable to bore with the wood 
screw and at the same time,work the 
screw-shaped oar, was swept away 
from under the Eagle by the tide.

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As the air was beginning to fail, the 
Sergeant had to arise. On doing so he 
found it was so light there was slight 
chance of getting into position again 
to attack the Eagle. Even as he start- 
ed away he saw a guard boat rowing 
toward him. He at once dived and de- 
tached his torpedo, which exploded 
and scared his pursuers more than a 
little. 

Two other attempts were made to use 
the Turtle, but in one Lee, navigating 
blindly under water, went far past the 
ship and in the other the strong tide 
made the Turtle unmanageable and 
swept it away. Later the Turtle was 
captured while being transported from 
one part of the river to another by a 
small boat and was sunk by the 
British. 

The first successful torpedoing of a 
ship by a submarine took place during 
the Civil War. The Confederates built 
a 60-foot elliptical ship carrying a 
crew of nine. Eight men propelled the 
vessel by operating cranks on the 
screw shaft and the ninth was the pi- 
lot. Remembering the storyof David 
and Gollath, the rebels named their 
craft the David. 
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The David proved to be more of a 


menace to the Confederate navy than 
to the Federal, sinking five times be- 
fore she ever came in contact with the 
enemy and drowning no less than 35 
men. Most of the founderings were 
caused by reluctance to submerge in 
her or even to travel in her with the 
two manholes closed. Water unexpect- 
edly pouring down the manholes in 
rough weather caused most of her cap- 
sizings. 

Finally a sixth crew of seven was 
obtained and the David set out for the 
fine new Federal corvette, the Housa- 
tonic, lying outside the bar at Charles- 
ton harbor. The David got within 100 
yards of the Housatonic before the 
watch officer saw something “like a 
plank floating in the water.’’ 


HE old fatal mistake of navigat- 
ing in an “‘awash’"’ position with 
hatches open instead of sub- 
merging was being repeated for the 
last time. The Housatonic at once 
beat to quarters, slipped her cable and 
went astern in an effort to escape. But 
it was too late. In two minutes the 
David was alongside—and the Housa-

The commander of the David was 
able to take his time and pick the ex. 
act spot where the torpedo would be 
the most effective—just forward of 
the mainmast, on the starboard side 
and in line with the magazine. 

The crew of the David hove round 
on the crankshaft listening to the wash 
aud lapping of the water against the 
Daytd, the pipings of boatswains’ whis- 
tlés on the Housatonic, the loud roll 
of the drums,-shouting of commands, 
crackle of ineffective rifle fire. There

HE Cuban revolution of last 
summer serves as an exam- 
ple of what may happen 
when a land has suffered too long 
under the heel of a tyrant. The 
military rule of Gerardo Machado, 
ruthless and bloodthirsty, repre- 
sented a dictatorship at its worst.

11 the Cuban Army seized con- 
trol of the Government and for 
24 hours the citizens wreaked 
their pent-up fury on Macftado fol- 
lowers. The presidential palace in 
Havana was sacked of all its val- 
uables and scores of Machadists 
were shot down in the streets, the 
victims including Colonel Antonio 
Jiminez, head of the secret police. 
Machado himself escaped from the 
island on August 12, fleeing with 
his -family first to Jamaica and 
from there to Montreal, Canada, 
wheré he still resides. Carlos 
Manuel de Cespedes was set up as 
provisional President of Cuba, but 
another revolt drove him and his 
Cabinet from office in September 
and brought about the selection of 
Ramon Grau San Martin, a uni- 
versity professor, as chief excutive.

His marriage to 
Anne Morrow was, of course, un- 
beatable as a means of admittance 
to the circle, and his own distinc- 
tion, coupled with his unimpeach- 
able deportment, are two of the 
qualities to which the Social Reg- 
ister does not object.

Despite a hail of canister 
and musketry he pushed the tor- 
pedo into the side of the Albe- 
marle and tore a hole in her big 
enough to drive a wagon through.”’ 
He then took to the water and 
escaped with two other men.

bration befora it became known. 
Commander Rafaele Rosetti, a na- 
val constructor,\and Surgeon-Lieu- 
tenant Paroleci, Italian naval offi- 
cers, after months of work, 
emerged from their carefully 
guarded machine shop with what 
they felt confident was the means 
for entering the reputedly inacces- 
sible Austrian harbor of Pola.

When the sky was 
overcast and rain threatened they 
boarded a destroyer and headed 
through the leaden waters for 
Pola. Reaching the mine fields, 
they changed to a motor boat and

During the fighting between the 
Soviet Government and Great 
Britain in August, 1919, high- 
speed, 50-foot motor boats, car- 
rying two torpedoes and a crew 
of five, were used with great suc- 
cess by the British.
